Was  Premier  of  B.  C.  for  12  Years 


After  an  mnesii  of  several  months. 
Sir  Klohartl  McBrlde  died  yesterday 
mornlns  at  6  o'clock  at  his  London 
home  in  his  forty-seventh  year.  Lady 
MoBrldo  and  his  six  Qaughters  were  at 
his   bsdside. 

AtUtouch  nswa  bad  occastonalljr  flltar-  i 
ed  through  from  I^ndon  that  Blr 
Richard  was  in  111  health,  his  many' 
friends  in  British  Columbia  did  not 
rMltM  the  gravity  of  his  condition  until 
■o  informed  through  the  news  columns 
oC  The  Victoria  Colonist  of  Sunday, 
July  I,  when  It  was  announced,  upon 
the  receipt  of  cable  information  from 
Liondon,  tyit  he  was  in  a  critical  con-^ 
ditlon.         ' 

From  time  to  time  reports  hav«r  beea 
forwarded  which  Indicated  that,  while 
Sir  Richard  was  far  from  beins  in  good 
health,  his  condition  was  Improving 
•i«veral  of  the  latest  bulletins  statins 
that  Sir  Richard  and  his  family  con-^ 
tamplated  returnlnit  to  Canada  at  an 
aarly  date.  The  news  of  his  death. 
which  reached  the  city  yesterday  after- 
noon, therefore  came  as  a  shock  to 
many  of  his  friends,  who  had  been  hop- 
UK  to  seo  him  asatn  soon!  Death  was 
dua  to  Orave's  disease. 

It  is  proposed  to  brlns  the  body  to 
British  Columbia  for  burial,  which  will 
b«  under  the  auspices  of  the  Provincial 
Government. 

Howay  and  Schofleld's  History  of 
British  Columbia  contains  a  biography, 
written  In  1914,  which  so  far  as  the 
facta  are  concerned  had  the  approval 
of  air  Rtohard.  and  from  it  the  follow- 
ing axcarpts  are  taken,  which  will  b« 
of  eapeclal   Interest: 

"A  remarkable  career  Is  that  of  Sir 
Richard  McBrlde,  who  at  the  age  of 
thirty-three,  when  most  young  men 
were  taking  the- Initial  steps  that  lead 
to  prominence,  became  Premier  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  and  niled  this  office  until 
hia  retirement.  There  Is  probably  no 
publle  man  within  the  eonSnes  of  the 
Province  who  Is  better  known  than  Htr 
Richard  MoBrlde,  and  there  Is  cerUln- 
ly  no  one  whose  record  won  greater 
admiration  and  the  abaolute  endorse- 
ment In  larger  measure  of  the  major 
portion  of  the  population  of  the  Prov- 
ince. 

"Sir  Richard  comes  of  a  well  known 
British  Columbia  family,  his  father  be- 
ing (the  lato)  Arthur  H.  McBrldf,  who 
held  a  distinguished  place  among  tha 
••rl|«r  pioneers  of  British  Columbia. 

"It  was  in  the  family  home,  then  be- 
ing maintained  in  New  Westminster. 
British  Columbia,  that  Mir  Rloharf!  Mo- 
Bride  was  bom  Deceml>«r  IS,  IITO.  11* 
attended  grammar  and  high  sehools  In 
his  native  otty  until  he  reached  the  age 
of  sixteen  ytntr;  when  he  entered  Dal- 
housie UnlTer8lt:|p  at  Halifax,  being 
graduated  from  that  Institution  with 
the  degree  of  LI^B.,  in  lt*0,  whm  but 
twenty  years  of  age.  Retumfn*  to 
British  Columbia,  he  then  read  law 
linder  Mr.  T.  C  Atkinson,  while  subse- 
quently his  preceptor  was  the  Hon. 
Angus  T.  C.  MeOoll.  the  late  Chief  Jhb- 
tloe  of  British  Columbia.  In  July,  ItM. 
Sir  Richard  waa  called  to  the  Bnr  nnd 
began  practloe  as  Junior  member  of  the 
firm  of  Corboul.  McColl.  Wilson  a  Camp- 
bell at  New  Westminster.  This  relation- 
ship eoattnued  till  lt»l.  after  which  Sir 
Richard  praotleed  alone  until  1195.  He 
then  formed  partnership  with  W.  J. 
Whiteside,  whloh  however^  was  dlseolv- 
ed  the  next  year,  when  he  beearae  con- 
nected with  R.  F.  CltaUm.  who  has 
since  passod  away.  After  the  death  of 
Mr.  Clinton.  Sir  Rlehard  formed  the 
Harm  of  MoBrtde  and  Kennedy.  Re  wan 
named  a  KtnTe  Counsel  tm  ISM.  The 
AhUltr  which  he  dlaplAyed  won  hint 
dtgtlngniiihed  htwiera  nleag  prefentonal 
Itnea.  and  further  lndle*te«  hia  fltnoMi 
for  poUtleal  preferment.  Questloaa  of 
▼Itnl  impertaaee  regnrdfng  mvnielpal, 
Frortnetal  and  n*tle<ial  anslrn,  hare  al- 
wnya  had  the  dopeet  latareet  for  him 
atnd  of  svoh  he<  has  been  a  clone  and 
tflaertmiaating  atudent.

litical arena,  unsuccessfully  contesting 
New  Westminster  in  the  Dominion  gen- 
eral election.  In  1S9<  he  was  returned 
as  a  member  of  the  British  Columbia 
legislature  for  Dewdney  Riding,  at  the 
general  election,  as  a  supporter  of  the 
Turner  Qovernment.  On  Xhne  It,  IWd, 
be  was  called  to  the  executive  depart- 
ment of  the, Provincial  Oovemment,  en- 
tering the  Cabinet  as  Minister  of  Mines, 
but  owing  to  a  difference  on  a  matter 
of  policy,  he  resigned  from  the  Qovern- 
ment the^following  year.  Ooing  again 
before  the  people,  he  was  re-elected  by 
acclamation  and  In  1903  chosen  leader 
of  the  Opposition  in  the  Legislature, 
becoming  Premier  of  British  Columbia 
on  June  1,  1908,  and  was  returned  to 
power  at  the  general  elections  of  1907, 
1909  and   191S." 

It  was  omitted  In  the  above  to  state 
that  Sir  Richard,  at  the  time  of  the 
Atlln  excitement,  law  business  being 
unusually  duU  In  New  Westmlnnter, 
went  to  Atlln  City  and  opened  up  a 
branch  of  his  Uw  Arm  ther«!  and  prac- 
tl.>ied  successfully  for  some  time,  re- 
turning to  the  Coast  to  take  up  the 
more  serious  affairs  of  politics  for 
which  his  natural  aptitude  was  unusu- 
ally great. 

On  September  28.  1896,  he  was  mar- 
ried to  Mars'aret.  youngest  daughter 
Of  Nell  McGinivray.  of  New  Westmln- 
ster.  and  sister  of  the  late  D.  McOIL 
llvray.  There  were  seven  children,  six 
daughters  snd  one  son,  the  latter  dying 
In  infancy.  Surviving  him  are  his 
^Idow  and  the  following  daughters: 
Misses  Mary.  Margaret,  Dolly,  Anna, 
Ruth  and  Sheila.

At  the  formation  of  his  ministry  he 
accepted  the  portfolio  of  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Lands  and  Works,  but 
shortly  after  took  his  old  post  of  Min- 
ister of  Mines,  together  with  the  port- 
folio of  ProvlncUl  Secretary.  The  lat- 
ter he  resigned  In  the  following  May. 
In  the  general  elections  of  1907.  he  was 
returned  for  both  Dewdney  and  Victoria 
city,  but  chose  to  sit  for  the  latter, 
and  at  the  two  aubsequent  general  elec- 
tions was  again  returned  as  senior 
member  for  the  eaplUl  city.  After  the 
celel^ted  Interprovinclal  Conference 
at  OtUwa  In  the  fall  of  190«.  at  which 
he  secured  the  recognition  of  British 
claims  for  special  subsidy  allowance  to 
the  extent  of  |1,000.«00,  and  subsequent 
to  the  general  elections,  he  went  to 
England  to  lay  his  case  "at  the  foot  of 
the  Throne."  In  other  words,  he  went 
to  protest  to  the  Imperial  authorities 
against  the  settlement  arrived  at  amonjr 
the  Provinces  In  respect  of  Provincial 
subsidies  and  adopted  by  Sir  Wilfrid 
I.Aurter  being  regarded  as  "final  and 
unalterable."  so  far  as  British  Colum- 
bia was  concerned,  in  which  he  was 
suceessful.  Upon  his  return  to  Vic- 
toria after  both  misslona  he  was  ten- 
dered most  enthusiastic  receptions  ov- 
erywhsre.

Sir  Richard  visited  Oreat  Britain  &n 
several  subsequent  occasions,  and  In 
the  year  of  the  coronation  of  Hia  Ma- 
jesty King  Oeorge.  along  with  the  Hon. 
W.  J.  Bowser.  Attorftey-Oeneral.  at- 
tended ofBelally  aa  the  representative 
of  the  Province.  In  the  year  1918,  he 
was  one  of  the  recipients  of  birthday 
honors  of  the  King,  when  he  was  cre- 
ated a  Knight  of  St.  Michael  and  St. 
Oeorge.  He  was  Invested  with  the  In- 
signia of  this  distinction  by  His  Royal 
Highness  the  Duke  of  Connaught.  <3ov> 
emor-Oeneral  of  Oaaada,  in  October.

CANADIAN  HEADQUARTERS  IN

sdvance  on  Saturday  afternoon  in  the 
region  of  Cite  du  Moulin,  another  ad- 
vance was  made  last  night,  carrying  our 
enemy's  defense  on  the  railway  cm-< 
bankment  to  the  west  of  Lens. 

The  men  of  two  Canadian  battaliona 
occupying  a  cross  road  to  the  east  of 
Cite  du  Moulin  and  a  rmter  to  the 
north  of  the  L/ons-Dlovln  road,  which 
passes  through  Cite  du  Moulin.  ■ 

For  several  days  the  enemy  had 
maintained  strong  posts  in  theoe 
craters    with    harassing    riflo    and    gren- 


ade Are  directed  at  our  outpost  line  at 
was  carried  out  with  bombs,  the  ap- 
proach in  both  cases  lieing  through  a 
mas«  of  itartly  destroyed  houses  which 
dm  not  lend  themselves  to  the  use  of 
the  rifle.  When  the  bombs  began  to 
fall  the  enemy  did  not  stay  to  flght  It 
out,  but  retired  towards  his  main  posi- 
tions, leaving  the  craters  to  be  incor-< 
porated '  in    our  &dvunccd    line.

PETROORAD,  Aug.  «.— The  ofllclal 
communication  Issued  today  follows: 

"Weat  of  Brody  Inslgnlfloant  enemy 
attacks  were  beaten  off.  Northeast  of 
Csemowlts.  near  the  villages  of  Toper- 
rovce  and  Raranse  our  advanced  detach- 
ments occupied  a  series  of  h.'lKhts  and 
drove  the  enemy  back  to  the  above  men- 
tioned viUages.  We  captured  a  four- 
gun  battery  and  some  machine  guns. 

"Afterward  the  enemy,  advancing  in 
superior  force,  compelled  our  troops  to 
retire  to  our  main  position.

"Roumanian  frcmt— In  the  direction 
of  Klmpolnng  the  enemy  contlnoee  hia 
oltenslve.

Canadian  Schooner  Among  Six 
Vessels  Recently  Sunk — 
Crews  Recently  i5onveyed  to 
United  States  Port 


AN  ATLANTIC  PORT.  Aug.  •.— The 
crews  of  seven  vessels,  six  of  which 
were  sunk  by  German  submarines ,  oft 
the  Asores  Islands,  were  brought  here 
today  by  a  PYench  steamer,  which  took 
them  on  board  at  a  port  of  call  on  her 
voyage  from  Europe. 

The  vessels  sunk  by  submarines  were: 
lUItan  bark  Doris,  1.85J  tons,  laat  re- 
ported on  leaving  Buenos  Ayres,  May 
•.  Canadian  schooner  Wllhelmlna 
Oertrude.  American  four-masted  schoon- 
er John  Twohy,  1,019  tons,  from  Nor- 
folk, W.  v.,  for  Algiers,  Capt.  j.  8. 
Morehouse.  Norwegisn  steamer  Ellen, 
3,«77  tons,  from  Philadelphia  for  Mar- 
seilles. Capt.  John  Lothe.  Norwegian 
steamer  Hairareate.  s,S6t  tons,  from  an 
Atlantic  port  for  Hampton  Roads.  Capt. 
Evansen.  Norwegian  steamer  Portland, 
2,247  tons,  Stockholm  for  France,  Capt. 
Lyngholm. 

The  seventh  ship,  the  BHtlsh  schoon- 
er Conqueror,  of  IB*  tons,  was  aban- 
doned and  went  down  June  11  off 
''I****,  after  she  had  sprung  a  leak 
*"  Z**"^**  wssthsr.  Hhe  eneonntered  no 
sutmiarlnes,  according  to  her  crew. 

The  sinking  of  all  theee  vessels,  ex- 
cept the  Ellen.  Doris  and  Wilhelmlna 
Gertrude,  had  been  previously  reported. 
Capt.  Ixtthe,  of  the  Ellen,  said  that  hia 
vessel  carried  eleven  toebmotlves  of 
largo  slse  Intended  for ,  use  on  rail- 
roads which  American  engineers  are 
constructing  behind  the  battle  Ilnee  In 
Vyanoe.  The  procedure  of  the  Ger- 
mans waa  the  same  In  all  cases,  accord- 
Ing  to  the  erewa  The  ressels  were 
stopped,  boarded  by  the  snbmaHne 
commander  and  the  men  ordered  to  the 
lifehoata,  after  which  mines  or  bombe 
were  placed  on  the  ships  and  exploded. 
Then  the  submarine  towed  the  life- 
boats  a  few  mllee  toward  shore  and 
gave  then  the  right  direction  before 
submerging.

TO  NO  PURPOSE 


Germans  Apparently  Actuated 
by  Sentiment  in  Endeavor- 
ing to  Retrieve  Positions  — 
Two  Attacks  at  Hollebeke 


LONDON.  Ai»g.  «.— fVIa  Router's  Ot- 
tawa Agency) — Reuter's  correspondent 
at  British  headnuarters  telegraphs  to- 
day: 

"The  Hun  is  very  mechsnicsl  in  his 
methods  and  his  desire  for  certain 
places,  and.  as  far  as  one  can  see,  net 
always  governe<l  by  purely  tactical  rea- 
sons. Tho  Germans  on  Hundsy  night 
heavily  coimter-attacked  Hollebeke. 
Owing  to  the  thick  weather,  our  gun- 
ners  did  not  see  the  signsls,  and  tha 
enemy  obtained  a  footing  In  the  Til- 
lage. Runners  were  sent  hack  ^th 
messages,  and  our  artillery,  with  won- 
derful promptitude,  put  down  a  bar 
age  upon  the  Qermans.  When  this  had  ^ 
lasted  a  while,  the  range  was  lengthen- 
ed.  thus  cutting  off  the  back  area,  and 
our  troops  attacked  and  drove  back 
the  enemy  upon  the  curtain  of  flre. 
The  result  was  that  when  daylight 
came  the  ground  was  seen  te  ba 
strewn  with  German  dead. 

"One  might  have  thought  this  ex- 
perience  would  have  been  enotigh  for 
the  Hun;  but  last  night  his  storming 
troops  a«aln  atucked  Hollefbeke,  after 
a  heavy  bombardment,  to  which  eur 
guns  terrlflcslly  replied.  A  /ew  ef  tha 
enemy  may  have  reached  our  wire,  but 
cerUinly  none  got  farther.  The  at* 
tempt  was  another  coetly  failure. 

"It  will  be  interesting  to  eee  new, 
after  the  Germans  have  twice  thrbwn 
their  waves  against  this  spot,  wkstker 
indeed  they  mean  to  r<^peat  their  V#r- 
dun   tactics  against   Hollebeke. 

"Testerday  afternoon  a  bt«  movement 
of  troops  behind  their  lines  was  plate- 
ly  visible,  and  our  artillery  attended 
to  theee  columns  while  en  the  OMreh. 

"The  weather  contlaHes  flas  and  dry, 
although    more   misty    than  ear  air 
and  gunners  could  wlsk."

half  a  million  men  called  Into  action 
under  the  selective  draft;  with  special 
forces,  such  as  engineers,  forestry  men 
and  aviators  being  dispatched  to  the 
side  of  the  Canadians  now  so  bravely 
working  In   France  and   Belgium.

BRITISH  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRANCE.  Aug.  6.— (By  the  Associ- 
ated Press). — Hoilebeke,  a  Belgian  town 
Boutheatt  ?f  Tpres,  which  was  the  scene 
i>f  heavy  flghtlng  early  yesterday  morn- 
ing, waa  again  the  object  of  a  German 
oounter-attack  last  night  but  the  en- 
emy wae  repulsed  by  the  Britleh  artil- 
lery Are  before  even  the  wire  entangle- 
ments in  front  of  the  trenchee  had 
been  reached. 

After  the  failure  of  their  morning 
assault  on  Hoilebeke  and  on  a  pest  Just 
north  of  the  oanal.  the  Teutone  contin- 
ued to  bombard  the  ^sltlons  heavily 
throughout  the  day,  leaving  little  doubt 
that  they  Intended  to  have  another  try 
te  retake  thla  aeetlon  ef  the  newly- 
aequtred  British  lines. 

When  the  German  Infantry  unlta 
Anally  left  their  trenchee  and  moved 
forward  they  were  met  by  an  Intense 
artillery  Are  and  a  withering  storm  of 
bullets  from  machine  guns  and  rifles. 
They  continued  to  push  forward,  but 
before  the  wire  defencee  were  reaehed 
they  wavered,  and  broke  and  retreated 
to  their  own  trenchea. 

The  partial  siiecesa  of  the  Germans 
In  the  morning  atuck  when  they 
gained  a  footing  In  Hoilebeke  was  duo 
entirely  te  a  heavy  fog,  which  prevented 
the  British  gunners  from  seeing  the 
signals  which  the  lafentry  in  the  front 
lines  gave.

After  the  breaking  off  of  relations  be- 
tween Germany  and  Xmerlca  the  situa- 
tion became  more  complicated.  At  first 
Guatemala  refused  the  appeaj  of  tha 
United  SUtea  to  neutrala.  on  the  ground 
that  tha  ecoaomlo  IntarMta  of  Oarmany 
In  that  country  were  too  great.  How- 
ever, a  campaign  of  "lies  and  llbel^ 
cauaad  GuatemaU  to  sever  relations.

German  Chancellor's  Choice  of 
Colleagues  Displeases  Jun- 
kers and  Liberals  —  Career 
of  New  Foreign  Secretary 


BERLIN,  Aug.  «.— Ofllcial  announce- 
ment wa^  made  today  that  five  minis- 
ters of  state.  Including  Foreign  Secre- 
tary Zlmmermann,  and  four  secretaries 
of  state.  Including  Finance  Minister 
Lentze  and  Minister  of  the  Interior  von 
Loebelt.   had   resigned   their   portfolios. 

Dr.    Richard   Kuehhnann,   the  German 
Ambassador    to    Turkey,    has    been    ap- 
pointed secretary  for  foreign  affairs  in 
auocesslon  to  Dr.  Ziimnermann. 
Other  Ohaasaa 

The  Landrat  von  Craevlnltx  has  beeo 
appointed  to  succyed  Arnold  Kahn- 
schaffe  as  Chief  of  the  Imperial  Chan- 
cellory. 

The  mlnlstrr  of  economics  will  ulti- 
mately be  aeparated  from  the  ministry 
of  the  interior,  and  Herr  Waldraff, 
mayor  of  Cologne,  will  be  appointed 
minister  of  the  Interior,  and  Herr 
8ch  wander,  mayor  of  9trassburg.  min- 
ister of  economics,  with  the  title  of  ex* 
cellency. 

In  addition  to  the  api>olntment  of  Dr. 
von  Kuehlmann '  as  foreign  secretary, 
Herr  Reudlln  was  made  director  of  rail- 
way]^ and  minister  of  posts,  and  Privy 
Councillor  von  Frause  was  named  sec- 
retary of  Justice.  Over-President  van 
Waldow  was  appointed  chief  of  the  de- 
partment of  army   nourishment. 

The  vacant  Prussian  ministerial  posts 
were  filled  as  follows: 

Minister  of  Justice — Dr.  Peter  Spahn, 
leader  of  the  Roman  Catholic  party  In 
the  Reichstag.

Kuehlmann's  nomfnatlon  Is  no  sur- 
prise, though  the  appointment  of  Wal- 
draff was  quite  unexpect^  The  two 
appointments  have  thalr  Inwestlng  fea- 
tures. Neither  of  tb«  two^ilnlsters  Is 
a  flre-eatlng  Junker. 

The  Kaiser's  new  Foreign  Minister, 
who  has  held  various  posts  on  l^oth  sides 
of  thf  Atlantic,  Is  well  remembered  In 
London,  whefe  he  was  counHcUor  of  the 
German  embassy  for  a  considerable 
time  before  the  war.  Kuehlmann  proba- 
bly owes  not  a  littl^  of  that  Imperial 
favor  which  he  has  enjoyed  within  re- 
cent years  to  an  act  of  personal  bravery. 
When  the  Kaiser  arrived  at  Tangier  on 
a  famous  occasion  It  was  too  stormy  to 
land,  but  Kuehlmann.  who  for  some 
time  had  been  German  representative 
there,  faced  the  violent  storm  In  a  small 
boat,  and,  reaching  his  Imperial  mas- 
ter's yacht,  climbed  aboard  .by  means  of 
a  rope.  This  feat  creatly  pleased  the 
Kaiser. 

Joaltan  Maplaaaad 

Keuhlmann's  appointment  certainly 
does  not  please  the  Junkera  Only  a 
couple  of  days  ago  Count  von  Revent- 
low.  In  The  Deutsche  Tages  Zeltung,  fell 
upon  htm  and  charged  him  with  being 
out  of  symi>atby  with  German  .  Ideals 
and  with  harboring  pro-English  noUons 
even  now.  Before  the  war.  the  Count 
aald  Kuehlmann  was  one  of  the  greatest 
and  most  staunch  advocates  of  an  un- 
derstanding with  England  on  the  policy 
of  "German  world  policies  without  war* 
and  that  he  is  still  an  opponent  of  un- 
limited submarine  warfare.  He  was  cer- 
tainly a  bri'lllant  second  to  Count  Van 
Llchnowskl  In  his  endeavors  to  keep 
England  out  of  the  war.  He  urged  the 
Influential  Bavarian  preas  at  the  time 
not  to  attack  England,  so  sure  was  he 
of  her  neutrality.  What  the  new  foreign 
minister's  attitude  will  be  remains  to 
be  seen.  If  some  of  his  acts  In  Con- 
stantinople and  Holland,  where  he  was 
minister,  are  Indications,  he  has  the 
making  of  as  good  a  reactionary  as  even 
Reventlow.  Waldraff  Is  probably  one 
of  the  most  efficient  chief  burgomasters 
In  Germany;  Is  a  great  personal  friend 
of  the  Kaiser  and  a  member  of  the 
Prussian  upper  house,  where  he  sits 
with  the  Centre  or  Catholic  party.

Writer's  Vivid  Picture  of  Furi- 
ous Battle  Raging  in  Flan- 
ders— Region  Is  Likened  to 
Steaming  Cauldron 


BERLIN.  Aug.  5,  via  London.  Aug.  C. 
— Max  Osborne  gives  a  very  vivid  pic- 
ture of  the  gigantic  battle  raging  In 
Flanders. 

"The  never-ending  howls  and  plerc- 
in|[  screams,"  he  writes,  are  rending  the 
ulr  from  Uie  sea  to  the  River  Lys.  wUUo 
uccesHoty  noises  like  growls  and  blowfc 
seem  to  spring  from  everywhere  on  the 
Yber  iu  front  of  Dlxmude  and  Lunj^e- 
marck,  around  Hollebeke  and  Warneton. 
The  whole  of  West  Flanders  Is  one 
l:»rge  steaming  cauldron,  wherein  brew 
death  and  devastation.  With  the  sun 
laughing  its  brightest  attitudes,  terrific 
never-ending  thunderstorms  are  raging 
over  the  laud.  In  the  midst  of  noises 
such  as  the  old  earth  never  beard  be- 
fore, the  crop  of  new  battles  and  now 
wars  between  nations  Is  growing  to 
maturity.  What  were  the  Somme  and 
Avras  and  the  Alsne  and  Champagne 
against  this  earthquake  of  Flanders? 
Millions  of  capital  are  blown  up  In  the 
all  and  explode  in  the  ground.  It  is 
Ilka  a  Cyclopean  concert  of  unheard  of 
brutality  to  celebrate  with  becoming 
fitness  the  end  of  the  third  year  of 
universal  madness.  The  louder  the  de- 
sire of  nations  for  peace  begins  to  ex- 
press itself,  the  wilder  the  thunder  ol 
the  guns  at  England's  command  deafen 
any  cry  of  hope. 

"Sometimes  one  thinks  the  end  of  the 
bloody  Intoxication  Is  coming,  but  there 
still  are  gradations  of  description  for 
which  there  are  no  words.  Wo  thought  we 
had  got  accustomed  to  the  atroclousness 
o*  all  this,  and  yotr  at  home  may  for- 
get the  monstrous  events  at  the  front 
for  days.  Our  senses  and  nerves  must 
certainly  have  suffered  these  awful 
three  years.  Spirit  and  feeling  seek  to 
scape  the  Intolerable  horror,  but  It  is 
no  use.  Here,  up  against  the  worst 
form  of  slaughter,  against  the  nameless 
noises,  they  bring  It  home  to  you  with 
an  overpowering  force. 

"This  battle  has  lasted  for  days;  now 
it  is  again  that  continuous  roar  that 
effaces,  or  rather  consumes,  all  indi- 
vidual noises,  that  makes  even  fierce 
explosions  close  by  you  Indistinguish- 
able. Everything  disappears  in  one 
l<-ud  rolling,  threatening  grurgle.  The 
air  carries  It  a  hundred  miles  distant, 
and  tremblingly  they  listen  south  and 
north,  west  and  east,  where  they  cannot 
see  the  horror  of  all  this.  But  If  you 
come  nearer.  It  is  like  the  earth's  bow- 
els exploding.  Our  soldiers  sit  In  their 
dugouts  and  cannot  do  anything  but 
trust  to  luck.  Just  now,  the  Infantry 
must  keep  quiet;  only  the  big  guns  are 
talking.  The  waiting  infantry  Is  like 
men  locked  in  prison,  they  cannot  get 
out.  nor  can  anybody  approach  them. 
The  way  to  them  Is  fraught  with  fear- 
ful danger.  All  round  are  steel  splint- 
ers, shrapnel,  bullets,  stone  and  earth. 
If  you  are  hit,  your'e  dead  or  crippled. 
What  shall  one  do?  One  smokes  Inces- 
santly until  the  air  In  the  narrow  shaft 
Is  heavy  enough  to  cut.  That  Is  bad. 
but  somehow  It  helps  to  stand  the  hor- 
lot*  of  the  situatln. 

"So  one  lives  for  days  In  t^  closest 
contact  with  comrades  In  very  lltUe 
space.  You  can  move,  but  are  unabia 
to  think  clearly.  Never  did  I  realise 
hew  difficult  It  can  be  to  lead  a  human 
life."

CMANS  NEAR 
HEARTOFIENS 


Steadily  Driving  Germans  From 
Environs  of  French  Coal 
City — Thousand  Yards  From 
Centre  at  One  Point 


CANADIAN  UEAOQUARTERS  IN 
IRANqE.  Aug.  6.  via  London.  Aug.  «. 
— Another  forward  movement  to  tho 
southwest  of  Lens  has  been  made  witn 
a  minimum  of  loss. 

For  the  t>est  part  of  two  weeks  In 
Cite-du-Moulin  the  Canadian  patrols  and 
those  of  the  enemy  had  been  living  an 
uneasy  life,  almost  side  by  side  with 
only  a  few  tumbledown  walls  between 
them.  Yesterday  (Saturday)  afternoon) 
small  attacking  parties  set  out  from 
that  part  of  Cite  du  Moulin  already  in 
ouf  hands,  and  drove  In  the  enemy's  pa- 
trols along  a  front  of  over  1,000  yards. 
Ihe  Germans  for  the  most  part  hustled 
back  toward  Lens,  but  a  number  were 
caught  under  our  fire  and  killed.  A  new 
outpost  line  was  established  and  pre- 
pared for  a  counter-attack.  No  counter- 
attack has  been  made  up  to  the  time  ot 
filing  this  dispatch. 

This  advance  carries  the  Canadians 
well  within  a  thousand  yards  of  tho 
centre  of  Lens,  on  the  western  front  of 
the  city.  At  Avion  and  Leauvette,  on 
tho  south  front,  our  outposts  are  now 
about  a  mile  from  the  centre,  and  in  the 
northwest  sector,  opposite  St.  Lauren*, 
our  line  Is  a  scant  1,600  yards  from  the 
heart  of  Lens.     The  net  is  fast  closing.

BRITISH  FRONT  IN  FRANCE.  Aug. 
6,  via  London.  Aug.  6.— Certain  of  the 
Lancashire  troops  pushed  beyond  the 
specified  limits  of  the  recent  advanc© 
in  Flanders  and  established  posts.  A 
message  announcing  the  existence  of 
these  posts  reached  headquarters  three 
days  later.  . 

Illustrating  the  dlfiSculty  of  com- 
munication in  such  an  advance  is  this 
story  of  a  withdrawal  on  a  point  under 
counter-attack.  To  cover  tho  with- 
drawal a  party  of  ISO  men  was  posted 
In  the  ruins  of  a  farm  which  once  had 
been  an  enemy  fortress.  A«  the  Ger- 
man waves  came  on  these  men  Inflicted 
casualties  far  exceeding  the  numbers  of 
their  own  party.  The  enemy  swarmed 
around  them.  They  fought  on,  holding 
baok  the  German  advancing  line  and 
exacting  heavy  toll  from  each  wave. 
Our  withdrawal  was  effected.  This  post 
found  Itself  surrounded.  One  by  one 
the  little  garrison  was  reduced,  each 
man  selling  his  life  at  a  price  of  three 
or  four  Germans.  Then  thirty  men 
started  to  cut  their  way  out.  Only  ten 
got  back. 

There  Is  nothing  we  like  better  than 
to  have  the  Germans  throw  counter- 
attacks after  one  another  against  our 
line  wh^   it  Is  well  established.

In  London,  England,  in  succession  to 
the  Hon.  J.  H.  Turner,  resigned,  and 
left  January  C,  191S,  to  take  up  nis 
new  duties.  Almost  from  the  time  he 
arrived  In  England  occasional  news  of 
ill-health  reached  his  friends  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia  and  not  long  ago  news 
came  that  was  very  disquieting,  lead- 
ing to  the  conclusion  that  serious  re- 
sults might  follow.  On  the  last  day 
of  the  recent  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture a  cable  was  received  from  htm, 
tendering  his  resignation  on  account  of 
111  health.  Yesterday  afternoon  the  aad 
Intelligence  was  flashed  by  cable  an- 
nouncing his  death,  which  was  the  re- 
sult of  what  Is  known  as  Graves'  dis- 
ease, an  almost  sure  precursor  of 
which  Is  partial  blindness,  and  of  this 
condition  of  his  his  friends  had  been 
for  sometime  a#are. 

On  the  morning  of  his  departure  for 
England  The  Colonist  had  this  to  say 
of  him  editorially:  "We  |^  not  know 
what  may  be  his  plans  f^Bthe  future 
or  If  any  have  taken  shapein  his  mind 
except  those  attached  to  his  new  post, 
but  a-e  are  confident  that  there  Is  a 
field  of  conspicuous  usefulness  yet  be- 
fore him.  If  his  physical  health  permit* 
him  to  entertain  It.  Such  knowledge  of 
British  Columbia  as  he  possesses,  such 
thorough  Canadlanism  as  Is  his.  mich 
splendid  apprecistlon  of  Imperial  duty 
as  Inspire  him  will  not  be  lest  to  his 
country  in  the  years  to  come."  It  Is 
well  known  among  his  most  Intimate 
frlen«ls  that  h*'  had  ambitions  In  the 
direction  of  Imt>erlal  politics,  and  there 
rsnnot  be  any  doubt  that  had  his  health 
improved  and  he  had  again  enjoyed  his 
old-time  vigor,  opportunities  would  have 
presented  themselves  for  achieving  his 
alms.

nlMd  by  his  aoverelgn  in  a  very  distinc- 
tive way.  he  had  a  place  In  this  Prov- 
Incd  peculiarly  his  own. 

The  deuils   of  his  career  are   given 
elsewhere,  and  in  few  Instances  in   the 
<JCmplre  are  they  paralleled.    A  member 
♦  of  Parliament  at  2»  and  a  Premier  at  38 
j»  ngUle*—  *  ppwltien   wuiiln  *  iew 
years    that   has   been   rarely   exampled. 
|(lr  Richard's  personality  was  such  that 
ie  made  friends  among  his  political  op- 
twnents  as  well  as  among  his  political 
end  personal  adherents.    Among  the  for- 
mer he  was  alwayn  admired,  and  by  the 
iatur  he  was  glten  faithful  allegiance. 
Thus,  untU  he  retired  to  uke  the  post 
In  LJhdon  which  he  occupied  until  a  few 
nontha  ago,  he  was,  as  an  enthusiastic 
^iriend   described   him,    the     uncrowned 
king  of  British  Columbia. 

We  are  speaking  now  of  him  in  the 
political  sense,  and  In  that  sense  no 
premier  of  British  Columbia  has  ever 
been  so  popular,  and  no  public  man  has 
ever  had  the  same  hold  on  the  affections 
and  confidence  of  the  people.  Whether 
the  policies  for  which  he  stood,  and  on 
account  of  which  he  was  so  successful, 
shall  stand  the  test  of  time  Is  a  matter 
for  the  future  to  decide.  CerUlnly,  as  a 
pletureaque  flgnre  and  as  a  "popular 
Idol,"  if  we  may  use  the  expression  as 
to  some  extent  describing  his  hold  on 
the  p«ople,  we  shall  hot  soon  see  his 
like  again. 

Sir  Richard  McBrlde  was  essentielly 
optimistic.    As  a  native  son,  inspired  by 
Examples  'tn    older    Canada,    be   saw    a 
great  future  for  British  Columbia,  and 
If  he  erred  at  all  it  was  In  discounting 
too  freely  the  possibilities  he  vUualUed, 
In  many  respects.  Sir  Richard  was  con- 
pervatlve.  too  conservative,  we  thought, 
but  In  reepeot  of  eerUln  large  enter- 
'prlsee— railways,    highways,    publlo    Ira- 
provementK,  land  curveys,     timber  and 
water    development-— he     launched     out 
boldly,  possibly  too  boldly  for  the  time 
being— kut  In  all  such  matters  he  led 
public  opinion,  which  for  a  considerable 
•pace  of  time  gave  lilm  unstinted  sanc- 
tion. 

Ksentially,  Sir  Richard  was  a  man  of 

the   people,   human    in   the   last  degree, 

And  with  sympathies  which  extended  to 

gll    classes    of    the    comihunlty.      From 

.  the  point  of  view  of  coiietructlve  states- 

,  tnanshlp  he  will  have  to  be  Judged  maln- 

(  ly  in  the  future  by  his  railway  policy, 

r  nnd  in  theae  times  of  stress  and  strain 

(  aB4  Uttoertain  developments  no  one  can 

predict  what  that  Judgment  will  be,  but 

of  one  thing  there  Is  no  doubt,  he  had 

an  eye  eingle  to  the  future  of  his  native 

Prevtaee.  which   in   his   vision  ntwaya 

loemed  very  large. 

fllr  Rlehard  had  a  charming  personal- 
ity.   He  could  adapt  hhnself  to  the  "old- 
tlniers,"  who  had  very  little  respect  for 
ctyfiventlonalltlea.    to    the    laboring*man 
in  whaUver  attire,  to  the  man  of  busl- 
nees.  and  to  the  manners  of  the  Court. 
On  many  ocoaalona  In  hie  omoe  he  gave 
the  old-timer,  for  whom  he  had  a  spe- 
cial liking,  a  preference  over  the  rall- 
wur  magnate,  who,  aa  a  rule,  haunted 
1il#  offloe.     On  many  occasions  he  was 
th0  guest  of  such  men  as  Mr.  Asaunh, 
A4mlral  Jelllcoe.  Lord  Kitchener.  Wins- 
ton Churchill,  and  on  one  or  two  occa- 
sioaa  he  was  the  guest  of  the  King  and 
Qul^.     On  other  ocoaalons  he  was  de- 
lUHited  to  be  tbe  guest  of  a  rancher  on 
the    Fraser   river   or   an    Indian   chief. 
Tlint  was  one  of  the  secrets  of  his  suc- 
ceaa.  not  that  he  endeavored  ^o  ^  eurry 
fhvor    in    either    one   direction    or    the 
otier,  but  because  In  the  unusual  senee 
of  the  term  he  was  all  things  to  all  men. 
It  WM  well  known  that  he  might  have 
entered  the  wider  fleld  of  politics  in  the 
PoMlnlon.  bvt  there  were  so  many  large 
anIerKt"**    'O"     whieh     the    Province 
0teod  Koarantee  tkat.be  wished  to  see 
them   through    before     leaving   BrltUh' 
ColnmbU.     It   la  nlao   well   understood 
that  If  Vr.  DriaMon  Churchill  had  re- 
nalryi  in  «<li«e  he  would  have  become

It  'Is  said  that  the  convention  of 
Western  Liberals  now  In  progress  will 
endorse  the  leadership  of  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurler.  At  the  same  time  It  is  their 
purpose  to  paas  a  resolution  generally 
favoring  the  conscription  of  man-power 
and  Wealth.  How  to  reconcile  these 
two  courses  we  are  at  a  loss  to  under- 
stand, but  unfortunately  the  report 
they  wUl  follow  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurlor 
In  the  coming  election  appears  in- 
spired. If  they  do.  Western  Liberals 
will  be  marshalled  under  the  banner  of 
antl-consoriptlon,  for  the  election  will 
be  held  solely  on  the  issue  of  tbe  pro-  | 
vision  of  man-power. 

The  contingent  of  Liberals  sent  for- 
ward  to  Winnipeg   from   Vancouver  la 
pledged  to  support  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler, 
tout  is  divided  on  the  question  of  con- 
scription.     Presumably   other  delegates 
from     this   Province  are     similarly   in- 
clined, tbeugh  we  should  have  thought 
that  British  Columbia,  of  all  Provinces 
In  the  Cj^lnion,  would  toe  the  last  to 
follow  the  lead  of  the  Liberal  chieftain 
in  this  crisis.      It  Is  an  Incontrovartlble 
fact  that  the  people  hero,  when  they  vote, 
will     give    an     overwhelming    majority 
against  any  party  whose  leader  still  re- 
lies on  the  voluntary  system  of  recruit- 
ing.    We  have  given  too  much,  suffered 
too  much,  and  are  too  deeply  Involved 
to  leave  our  sobseQuent  part  In  tbe  war 
to  a  policy  of  chance.     Any  Individual 
or     party     that     supports  Sir  Wilfrid 
Latirler  at  the  forthcoming  election  will 
be  against  the  utilisation  of  the  coun- 
try's full  resources  In  the  cohfllct.  They 
will  bo  known  as  Laurler  Liberals,  aa 
opposed  to  those  of  the  same  political 
stripe  who  are  patriots  nrst  and  parti- 
sans afterwards. 

The  action  of.  the  leading  Liberals  In 
Ontario,   of     the     newspapers  of     that 
Province,  and  of  the  great  Wln-the-War 
convention   held   at    Toronto   last   week 
afford     an     example    to    Western     Lib- 
erals   of    where      they    should    stand. 
Any     party    which    attempts    to    cater 
to      the     alien     vote     at      this     crisis 
will  toe  following  a  treasonable  course, 
for     tbo     Issue     Is     one     that     vitally 
concerns  ourselves  and  has  nothing  to 
do  with  the  stranger  within  our  gates. 
We  know  that  at  the  Winnipeg  conven- 
tion there  will  be  influences  t>rovight  to 
hear  by  those  who  hold  seats  In  the  dif- 
ferent  legislatures  by  virtue  of  the  sup- 
port given  them  toy  naturalised  cltlsens. 
S^oh  influences  must  be  Ignored  at  this 
Juncture,  and  no  politician  would  dream 
of  uFing  such  methods  unless  he  it  only 
a  politician  and  not  a  patriot.      If  the 
alien  vote  is  allowed  to  exercise  sway 
at  the  oonvention  at  Winnipeg,  It  will  be 
exercised  at  the  expense  of  our  soldiers 
in  the  field.  ^ 

It  oannot  toe  pointed  out  too  energetic- 
ally that  if  our  battalions  at  the  front 
are  to  be  kept  up  to  strength  Sir  Wil- 
frid   Laurler  must   not   be   returned    to 
power,  and  every  effort  must  t>e  made  to 
defeat   all    those    who   serve    under   his 
bantter.      No     influence  he  could     exert 
will  supply  the  men  for  the  fighting  line 
by  means  of  voluntary  enlistment.     The 
only  course  open  to  the  Dominion,  if  ahe 
wishes  to  continue   In   the  war,  Is   the 
Introduction     of     compulsory     service; 
otherwise     we   will     have   a  dwindling 
army,  a  falling  reputation,  and  a  minor 
share  In  the  honor  and  glory  of  having 
preserved  liberty  on  earth.     Those  Lib- 
erals who  support  Sir  Wftfrld   Laurler 
"^mnot   t>e   loyal   to   the  army   that   is 
flghting  our  battles.     If,  at  the  Winni- 
peg eonvenUon.  the  delegates  line  up  In 
support  of  the  Liberal  leader,  it  means 
that   they  are  more  anxious  to  defeat 
Sir  Robert  Borden  than  Oerftaany. 


What  Is  destroying  the  value  of  oem- 
mlsaions  in  this  country  Is  the  fact  that 
administrative  action  Is  only  occasional- 
ly based  on  their  findings.  When  poli- 
ticians Vonce  shirk  responslbUitlee  by 
delegating  their  work  to  others  they  find 
it  an  easy  step  to  refuee  to  do  anything 
by  dlalmlng  the  views  of  their  «p- 
pointees  do  not  commend  themeelves  to 
publlo  opinion. 


A  oerUin  section  of  the  Liberal  party 
is  doing  Its  utmost  to  becloud  the  Issue 
in  the  coming  Dominion  election,  solely 
with  t.i»»  purpose  In  view  of  defeating 
Sir  Robert  Borden.  It  is  a  measure  and 
not  men  that  will  count  at  the  polls,  and 
that  measure  Is  the  Military  Service 
Act.  Only  those  who  will  support  that 
Act  believe  in  Canada  exerting  her  ful- 
lest strength  In  tbe  war. 


Sir,— The  predlcUon  of  the  end  of  tbe 
war  shown  In  flgnres  by  the  UUe  Clven 
in  last  Sunday's  Colonist  Is  no  doubt 
Ingenious  and  otever.  but  It  will  he  seen 
that  the  toUls  don't  agree  in  the  case 
Of  the  King  of  Montenegro  and  the  Em- 
peror of  Japan,  the  former  being  SBiiS. 
and  the  latter  S826,  Instead  of  Slt4:  the 
total  of  the  others. 

However  It  would  be  sUrtllng  and 
significant  eneagh  tf  only  the  figures 
of  the  other  rulers  were  concerned,  and 
I  am  sure  It  wiu  he  balled  with  relief 
by  the  whole  world  If  thU  prediction 
does  come  true.

PRESS  COMMENT 


The  public  would  appreciate  some 
clear  statement  of  policy  as  to  the  pos- 
sibility of  a  new  harbor  bridge  being 
constructed  in  the  near  future.  The 
farther  negotiations  go  In  this  matter 
tbe  more  misty  is  the  outlook.  £ven  If 
some  modus  operandi  were  reached,  can 
the  bHdtfd  be  hunt  owing  to  the  ground 
being  occupied  for  shipbuilding  for  the 
Imperial  Munitions  BoardT  If  It  can- 
not, why  not  let  the  public  know? 


A  booklet  of  88  pages  dealing  with  the 
proposal  to  change  the  name  of  Mount 
Ranler,  which  some  time  ago  came  before 
the  United  States  Geographic  Board,  has 
been  published.  Captain  Vancouver 
christened  the  mounUin  after  a  friend 
of  his,  an  officer  in  the  British  Navy,  as 
long  ago  as  17».  Needless  to  say,  the 
Geographic  Board  refused  to  make  the 
change  because  the  custom  of  a  century 
outweighs  sectional  interest,  even  In 
such  an  Important  centre  as  Tacoma. 


Everyone  will  hope  the  reports  that 
the  resistance  of  Russia's  armies  Is 
stiffening  prove  correct.  In  the  mean- 
time the  enemy  Is  taking  every  advan- 
tage of  his  opportunity,  aad  has  almost 
completed  the  occupation  of  Gallcla  and 
Bukowlna.  There  Is  hardly  a  doubt 
that  Bessarabia  and  Odessa  bA  his  ob- 
jectives and  that  he  hopes  to  cut  off  the 
RuBso-Roumanian  armies  and  bring 
about  their  defeat  or  surrender.  The 
problem  created  by  the  position  of  Gen- 
eral Averescu's  command  Is  the  most 
eerlstis  one  for  the  moment. 


Sir,— In  year  issue  of  yesterday  there 
appeare  an  article  entitled.  "End  of 
War  in  1817  Proved  by  ArlthmeUc,"  In 
which  a  so-called  "Ingenious  mathemati- 
cian" presents  a  mass  of  figures  te 
prove  that  the  war  will  end  In  1917. 

I  am  surprised  that  you  should  take 
serious  notice  of  this  table  ef  figures, 
as  there  Is  nothing  Ingenious  about 
them  at  all,  and  they  cerUlnly  can  prove 
nothing.  It  requires  but  a  superficial 
glance  at  the  flgurcs  to  show  that  th0 
uniform  toUl  of  8884  Is  the  only  sum 
possible  under  the  compiler's  system  ef 
tabulation.  He  bases  his  calculation  on 
the  years  in  which  certain  rulers  were 
born,  the  years  In  which  they  began  to 
rule,  the  number  of  years  they  have 
ruled,  and  the  number  of  years  they 
have  lived.  Assuming  that  one  has  been 
on  a  certain  job  continuously  It  is  ob« 
vlous  that  the  number  of  year  in  which 
he  started  and  the  number  of  years  he 
has  been  engaged  on  the  Job  must  total 
1117 — the  present  year  of  grace.  Bach 
amount  le  the  oomplement  of  the  other 
ir.  the  eum  of  H.'17.  And  when  we  In- 
clude the  two  Jobs — that  is,  the  Job  of 
Hrlng  and  the  Jol»  of  ruUng  the  grand 
total  must,  of  course,  be  twice  1817,  or 
S83«.  This  latter  figure  la  explained  by 
the  fact  that  as  two  hemispheres  are 
engaged  in  the  war  we  must  divide  by 
two  and  thus  get  the  sum  of  1817.  . 

If  there  were  such  a  thing  as  three 
"hemispheres"  in  this  world,  all  engaged 
In  the  war,  I  could  amplify  the  figures 
in  question  by  Introducing  the  dates  of 
a  third  event  in  the  lives  of  the  rulers, 
something  after  the  following*

This  is  Indeed  the  first  time  that  wo- 
men in  Great  BrlUln  are  to  be  honored 
with  titlee  and  orders  in  their  own  right 
on  their  own  merits,  and  as  the  reward 
of  definite  services  to  the  sUte.  With 
hardly  an  exception,  when  they  have 
been  granted  a  title  by  the  Sovereign 
hitherto,  it  has  been  in  virtue  of  their 
huabands'  or  their  fathers'  record  and 
achievements.  But  now  they  Will  qual- 
ify equally  with  men  for  the  distinc- 
tion of  membership  in  the  new  Orders; 
and  ^hey  will  wear  the  dtgnttles  apper- 
talning  thereto  as  a  personal  and  Inde- 
pendent honor,  won  by  their  work  as 
Individuals.  This  is  a  long  and  sound 
step  forward  In  equalizing  for  both 
sexes  the  prlvileass  and  the  rewards 
that  properly  attach  to  publlo  service; 
and  the  Mtloa,  which  was  never 
prouder  pf  Ae  splendor  of  British  wo- 
manhood thin  now,  will  enthuslastlcal- 
ly  applaud  It.— -London  Daily  Mall. 


Dr.    von    Kuhlmann,    Germany's    new 
Foreign   Minister,   has   many   critics   in 
his  own   country,   but  he   Is  a  staunch 
supporter  of  the  Emperor's  policies,  and 
bis  appointment  does  not  Indicate  any 
change   In   war   efforts.

Capt.  Rochfort,  who  was  with  the 
&Oth  Hishlandera  before  the  war,  went 
overseas  In  the  early  Hprlng  of  1>1S  as 
m  lieutenant  In  the  47th  Battalion,  oom* 
jmanded  by  L.laut.-Col.  W.  N.  Winaby, 
of  Victoria.  Aa  an  officer  In  that  unit 
he  naw  many  montha  of  hard  flshtlnv  in 
J'YHnro  and  Belgium,  particularly  on 
the  Somme  and  at  Yprea.  He  was  In- 
valided to  Bnsland  last  November  after 
the  47th  haxt  taken  part  In  the  capture 
ttf  Iteslna  Trench  and  befolW  flven  the 
.opportunity  to  return  home  a()«nt  aev- 
.eral  montha  In  UUI  Country  hospitals. 
WfU  attito  a*  IMMTvala 

KveQ  wliti  the  additional  troops  that 
Oermapy  may  be  able  to  transfer  from 
the  Western  front,  where  Ruasia  haa 
been  clTlns  weak  opposition.  Capt. 
Rochfort  Is  conftdent  that  the  Alliaa 
will  b*  able  t»  more  than  hold  their 
own  In  the  Weat.  Strlklns  with  tore* 
at  vartouB  points  alons  the  waverinr 
German  Una  at  Intervals  wh«n  tha 
time  seems  moat  opportune  for  atrlk> 
Ins.  tha  Anslo-r ranch  forcas  will  battar 
their  way  throufli  any  rampart  of  sol> 
diary  or  steal  that  the  anoany  may  pro> 
vide,  even  at  his  loai  of  atrenath  en 
<tha  laas  Important  Waatarn  front.  That 
la  tha  opinion  held  by  Capt.  Rochfort 
«fter  meatlia  of  cloae  obaerrmtlon  of 
tha  •v«r-ehans1na  war  situation  and  aa 
analysla  Intervlewa  wth  officers  Just 
bark   from   tha  actual  fidhtlnir. 


The  tremendous  superiority  of  the 
Allies  In  artillery  alone  can  be  appre- 
ciated by  me  estimate  of  the  returned 
ufflccr  that  the  odds  were  six  to  one  In 
favor  of  tha  Allies  at  the  Somme  and 
ten  to  one  at  the  third  battle  of  Ypfes. 
This  superiority  every  month  becomes 
mora  marked,   he  says. 

The  entrance  of  the  United  States 
into  the  war,  Capt.  Kochfort  believes, 
will  add  enormous  strensth  to  the  Al- 
lies In  the  military  aanse,  without  re- 
gard for  the  other  factors.  The  com- 
Ins  of  fresh  troops  from  the  United 
States  will  not  only  give  the  Alllea' 
soldiers  In  Franca  greater  nchtinic 
power  and  strensthen  their  morale,  but 
It  will  allow  aome  of  tha  war-torni 
veterana  who  have  been  In  the  trenchds 
for  years  a  chance  to  rest  from  theln 
task. 

Kit  In  Mo  Man's  kaad 
Although  wancer  was  ever  present 
while  Capt.  Rochfort  was  at  the  front 
he  never  received  a  "bllarhty"— a  wound 
serioua  enough  to  cause  hi»^  removal  t<a 
Kngland,  but  he  was  several  timea 
wounded  nevertheless,  although  com- 
paratively slightly.  While  supervising 
the  construction  of  trenches  out  in  No 
Man'a  Land  with  a  working  party  tha 
Germans  located  his  position  and  im- 
mediately aent  a  rain  of  Are  In  hia 
direction.  A  fragment  of  shell  tore  a 
gaah  In  hia  left  arm  from  shoulder  to 
wrist  and  seriously  wounded  the  sol- 
dier standing  next  to  him.  But  in 
France  such  Injuries  are  classed  as 
"alight." 

■U  at  VaaUly  asmag 
Six  of  the  Rochfort  family  are  serv- 
Ing  their  country  in  tbia  war.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  captain,  there  Is  Major 
coyly  Rochfort  who  Is  now  command- 
ant  of  the  Canadian  Trench  Warfare 
School  at  Bexhill,  Kngland,  with  800 
troopa  under  htm.  Sergt.  Henry  Roch- 
wlth  the  .l«th  BatUlion.  Capt.  Arthur 
Rochfort  la  with  tha  Royal  Field  Artil- 
lery. Imperial  army,  at  Salonlca.  /  Pte. 
John  Rochfort,  although  only  aeven- 
teen  years  old,  went  out  with  the  4ttH 
Battalion,  was  wounded  and  has  gone 
back  to  France  again  to  aarve  with  tha 
Canadian  Scottish.  A  sister.  Cherry,  la 
With  tha  Voluntary  Aid  Detachmmt, 
Auxiliary  MiliUry  Hospital,  Hampton 
Court. 

Capt.  Roohfort  bringa  word  that  Major 
Phlpps-Baker.  forn>«rly  of  tha  Victoria 
Uw  firm  of  Jackaen  *  Baker,  is  now 
acting  as  saoond  In  command  of  tha 
47th  Battalion.  An  Baatam  man 
Uaat.-Cot;  Franela.  ta  commanding  in 
succcsalon  to  Col.  WInsby.  Major  F.  A, 
RalMrtaon,  another  Victorian.  has 
sactirad  a  tranafar  from  tba  47th'  to  the 
anUlary.   ratalnlng  his   rank. 

Having  baan  declared  unflt  for  far- 
ther  active  ovaraaaa  aervio^  Ckpt 
Rochfort  expaeu  to  gat  his  diacharga 
from  the  army  ahortly,  although  he  haa 
a  ksan  daslra  to  stay  wltk  It  aa  lon^ 
aa  iMaalbla.  sarrlng  in  any  capacity  1* 
which  ha  aaay  ba  of  vatna  to  hia  coua^ 
try.

OFFICE  IN  VICTIA 


Bureau  Will  Handle  All  Appli- 
cations From  flstrict — Cap- 
tain W.  A.  Campbell,  Late  of 
C.M.R.,  in  Charge 


Major  Fane.  Western  Inspector  for 
tha  Board  of  Pension  Coromtssloniers, 
baa  opanad  the  Victoria  Diatrlct  oOloo 
at  (04  Union  Bank  Building,  Phone  4,911. 
Victoria  Pension  District  comprlaas  tha 
whole  of  Vancouver  Island,  and  the 
office  is  opened  for  the  express  purpose 
of  faciliuting  the  dispatch  of  all  bual- 
neas  pertaining  to  Canadian  peoslona, 
any  aaalatance  or  Information,  other 
than  private  affairs  of  pensioners,  will 
be  gladly  given.  Pensioners,  whether 
Boldlera  or  dependents,  are  invited  to 
taka  advantage  of  the  ofllce,  either  per- 
sonally or  by  correspondence,  as  it  Is 
for  their  baneflt. 

The  organization  of  the  office  will, 
temi»erarily,  be  in  charge  of  Capt.  W.  A. 
Campbell,  late  of  the  1st  CJM.R.  Brigade, 
and  invalided  from  the  front.  CapC 
Campbell,  besidea  being  an  experienced 
soldier,  is  also  an  expovdenced  office 
man.  Any  communlcatlona  to  the  board 
ut  the  sibove  addresa  will  be  promptly 
attended  to.  Hitherto  the  work  of  the 
Pensions  Hoard  has  been  very  satis- 
factorily performed  by  Mi-.  J.  IL  Hill, 
of  the  Returned  Holdiorn'  Aid  Society, 
but  the  duties  of  both  offices  have  In- 
creased so  trumenduUHly,  that  In  the 
interests  of  both.  It  herame  desirable 
to  separate  them.  Mr.  ilUl's  work  being 
mainly  the  Returned  ttoldlers  Aid,  it 
was  quite  iiatural  he  should  resire  to  be 
relieved  of  pensions  work,  henc«  the 
change. 

The  Vansloas  Act 

Regarding  the  Pensions  Act,  It  is  a 
matter  of  common  knowledge,  that  the 
act  became  law  in  June,  1916,  and  tha 
rd^of  PenstoH  iJonuntsaioBers  did  not 
assume  the  duty  of  admlnlatering  the 
aci  till  the  following  Heptember.  The 
act  was  framed  by  a  Parliamentary 
Committee  composed  of  members  of 
both  sides  of  the  House,  and  presented 
to  Parliament,  by  which  it  was  passed 
unanimously  under  Order  In  Council 
1334   of  June  3,   1I>1«. 

In  this  act  Is  Included  the  schedule 
of  pensions  payable  to  soldiers^  and  the 
dependents  uf  deceased  soldiers,  to- 
gether with  regulations  governing  pay- 
ments. The  commissioners  appointed 
accepted  the  task  of  administering  the 
act  aa  given  them.  The  act  had  some 
faults;  those  in  connection  with  adnitn- 
iatration  have  been  corrected  by  orders 
in  council,  but  those  In  connection  with 
the  schedule  and  rates  of  pension,  in- 
volving' moneys  paid  out,  ctin  only  l.o 
corrected  by  Parliament.  The  commis- 
sioners have  absolutely  no  discrimina- 
tion In  these  matters,  they  are  simply 
administrators  of  the  act.  Regarding 
the  principles  upon  which  pensions  are 
granted.  It  is  to  be  stated  that  i>enslons 
are  grants  made  by  a  qpuntry  In  con- 
sideration of  disability,  or  death,  suffer- 
ed during  military  or  naval  service,  or 
if  not  so  suffered,  being  due  to  such 
service.  , 

Bxplaastloas 

No  pension  is  paya'Me  when  the  dis- 
ability or  death  has  resulted  froip  the 
fault  or  serious  negligence  of  the  per- 
son claiming  pension. 

No  pension  is  payable  for  the  pro- 
portion of  H  disability  which  existed 
previous  to  enlistment.  If  the  (ll.sablllty 
which  existed  previous  to  enlistment, 
has  been  aggravated  during  service,  or 
as  the  result  of  service,  pension  is  only 
payable  for  the  aggravation. 

The  basis  of  the  grantlns  of  pensions 
may  be  said  to  l>e  threefold: 

Firstly,  the  country  owes  a  legal  debt 
to    the    soldier,    more    or    less    upon    an 
'  Implied  contract. 

Secondly,  in  jwyment  of  this  debt  the 
country  must,  or  should,  provide  a  suffi- 
cient maintenance  allowance. 

Thirdly,  the  country  owes  a  debt  of 
gratitude. 

With  reference  to  the  soldier,  his 
widow  and  children,  the  principle  of 
debt  predominates.  The  pension  is  pay- 
able whether  the  recipient  is  wealthy  or 
poor.  With  reference  to  the  parents  or 
grandparents,  the  principle  of  mainten- 
ance allowance  predominates,  and  the 
pension  is  only  payable  in  accordance 
( 1 )  with  the  degree  of  dependence  on 
the  deceased,  and  (2)  with  the  neces> 
sity  of  the  provision  of  maintenance  for 
the  recipient. 

Work  of  Kedloal  Board 

With  regard  to  the  disabled  soldier, 
the  Medical  Board  examines  the  man 
previous  to  his  discharge,  gives  a  com- 
plete atatement  of  bla  physical  condi- 
tion, and  gives  an  opinion  as  to  the  per- 
centage of  hia  dlsaibiUty.  The  Advisory 
Medical  Board  examines  this  Medical 
Board  In  conjunction  with  all  the  pre- 
vious medical  boards  which  have  been 
held  on  the  soldier,  and  decides  the 
class  of  pension  which  he  Is  entitled  ts 
under  the  Set.  His  cheque  Is  then  made 
out  and  his  O.C.  Is  instructed  to  dis- 
charge him  frnm  a  fixed  date,  the  cheque 
being  forwarded  to  the  man  on  that 
data. 

If  the  ipan  has  any  cause  for  com- 
plaint, he  has  the  right  to  make  immedi- 
ate application  to  this  commiaslon.  If 
the  facts  Justify  the  awarding  of  a 
higher  pension,  it  will  be  awarded.  If 
they  Justify  the  holding  of  a  new  Medi- 
cal Board,  a  new  Medical  Board  will  ba 
ordered.  If  the  new  Medical  Board 
Justldes  the  increase  of  pension,  it  will 
be  increased.  If  It  Justifles  replacing 
the  soldier  on  pay  and  allowance  dur- 
ing further  treatment,  he  will  be  re- 
placed on  pay  and  allowance.  The  com- 
mission is  only  too  anxious  to  satisfy 
every  man.  -  * 

While  most  of  the  complaints  made 
to  this  Board  have  been  unfounded,  they 
were  at  the  outset  apparently  Justlflcd. 
It  was  nearly  always  found,  however, 
that  complaints  were  made  in  cases 
when  the  pension  was  not  awarded  for 
the  whole  amount  of  tiie  disability,  but 
only  for  that  proportion  of  the  dis- 
ability that  waa  due  to  service,  the  bal- 
ance of  the  diaablllty  having  existed 
previous  to  enlistment  In  a  few  cases 
the  diaalrflty  was  found  to  have  been 
due  to  the  man'a  own  negligence,  as  for 
instaifce,  "V.D.."  alcoholism,  or  dls- 
ol>cdience   to  orders. 


this  connection.  If  the  Incresae  ia  made, 
it  will  only  be  after  diaousalon  in  the 
Houae.  It  had  been  expected  that  the 
matter  would  have  b«en  diacuased  bo- 
fore  this,  t>ut  it  la  presumed  the  com- 
mittee haa  been  too  much  engaged  to 
sit.  The  board,  however,  waa  taking  the 
earliest  n\oment  to  preaai  Its  recom- 
mendations upon  the  oomanlttee. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Pension 
Commissioners  are:  Chairman.  Lieut 
J.  K.  L.  Ross.  R.C.NJt.,  former  owner 
and  commander  of  the  famous  "Orllae," 
which  be  presented  to  the  country; 
members — Col.  R.  H.  Ijahatt,  formerly 
commanding  4th  Battalion  at  the  Croat: 
and  Major  J.  U  Todd.  CJiMjC..  brother 
of  the  Mayor  of  Victoria.  It  can  also 
be  stated  that  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  specialists  who  arp  unflt  for  ser- 
vice, all  men  employed  by  the  board  are 
returned  soldiers,  and  all  the  ladies  em- 
ployed are  immediate  relatives  of  men 
on  service  In  France.  Theae  quallflca- 
tlons  are  absolutely  esentlal. 


NEW  INDUSTRIES  WILL 
1  THE  VETERANS 


Returned  Soldiers  Favor  Im- 
mediate Government  Action 
to  Provide  Satisfactory  Em- 
ployment 


Action  by  the  Provincial  Government 
that  will  ensure  the  establishment  and 
operation  of  new  industries  on  a  non- 
competitive basis  so  as  to  give  satla- 
factory  employment  to  returned  sol- 
diers whose  earning  capacity  may  have 
been  reduced  through  their  participation 
in  the  war,  is  urged  In  a  resolution 
passed  Saturday  by  the  Provincial  War 
Veterans'  Assoclatlorn  in  convention  at 
the    Parliament    Buildings. 

Members  of  the  association  feel  that 
the  time  haa  arrived  for  the  Govern- 
ment to  make  a  clear,  deflnlte  state- 
mpnt  relative  to  Its  attitude  on  the  re- 
turned soldier  employment  problena. 
They  recognize  that  the  employers  who 
are  patriotic  enough  to  employ  ex-sol- 
diers, possibly  at  the  expense  of  lost 
efficiency,  should  no  longer  have  to  suf- 
fer the  dlsoidvantage  of  competition 
from  other  less  accommodaAIng  em- 
ployers, and  that  under  no  cliacumstance 
shoi^id  conditions  be  such  am  to  make 
the  veteran  dependent  on  ctearlty. 
Text  of  Besolutlcm 

The  text  of  the  resolution,  fully  In- 
terpreting the  stand  of  thft  association, 
follows: 

"Whereas  the  British  Kmpire  has 
been  called  upon  In  the  interests  of 
civilization  and  progress  to  take  a 
leading  part  in  the  Great  War;  and 

"Whereas  the  people  of  British  Co- 
liKTibla  have  contributed  freely  of  their 
manhood  and  wealth  to  aid  In  the  strug- 
gle; and 

"Whereas  It  Is  reasonable  to  suppose 
that  the  war  is  now  in  its  closing 
stages;  and 

"\VTiereas  It  Is  of  vital  hnportance. 
from  the  standpoints  of  true  patriotism, 
honesty  and  humanity,  that  due  provi- 
sion be  made  forthwith  to  protect  the 
interest  of  tliose  men  who  have  left 
tlieir  homes  In  the  defence  of  the  realm 
and  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the 
overthrow  of  military  autocracy;  and 

"Whereas  it  has  been  substantiated 
that  a  very  large  percentage  of  those 
who  have  fought  or  served  at  the  front 
will  return  to  their  homes  in  British 
Columbia  with,  from  various  causes,  a 
greatly  depreciated  earning  cai>aclty  aa 
workers;  and 

"Whereas  these  men  do  not  desire'' to 
accept  charitable  assistance  In  the  form 
of  work  from  private  employers  which 
tliey  are  unable  or  unfitted  to  satisfac- 
torily perform  in  comparison  with  oth- 
er workers;  and 

"Whereas  It  Is  unfair  and  undesirable 
that  the  private  emplyoer,  who,  from 
grateful  or  patriotic  feelings,  employs 
these  men,  should  be  placed  at  a  disad- 
vantage in  competition:   and 

"Whereas,  if  any  loss  Is  to  be  borne. 
It  should  not  be  placed  upon  the  shoul- 
ders of  suoli  employer  or  upon  the  re- 
turned   soldier;    and 

State  Mast  Aet 

"Whereas  the  .State  ia  the  only  Inati- 
tutlon  that,  with  fairness  and  Justice 
to  all,  can  accept  and  deal  with  thia 
responsibility: 

"Therefore  be  it  resolved  that.  In  the 
opinion  of  this  meeting  of  the  Great 
War  Veterans'  Association,  the  Govern- 
ment of  this  Province  should  forthwith 
proceed  to  open  and  establish  industries, 
non-competitive  as  far  as  may  be  pos- 
sible, that  win  enable  all  returned  sol- 
diers, regardless  of  rank  or  condition, 
to  obtain  Immediate  employment  wltn- 
out  loss  of  self-respect  or  pecuniary  dis- 
advantage; 

"Be  it  further  resolved  that  a  copy  of 
this  petition  be  laid  before  the  British 
<'olumhIa  l-'xecutlve  of  the  Great  War 
Veterans'  Assocatort.  and.  if  approved, 
that  It  he  s<ibmltted  to  the  Kxecutlve  of 
the  Provincial  Government,  the  various 
Hoards  of  Trade,  the  Independent  Order 
of  the  iMughters  of  the  Kmpire,  the 
British  Columbia  Federation  of  I^bor, 
the  Trades  and  I<abor  Councils  and  oth- 
er  interested   organizations."

Their  Indignation  aroused  by  the  re- 
turn to  Canada  of  officers  who  refused 
to  go  to  France  because  they  would 
have  to  step  down  a  little  in  rank,  and 
who  have  since  been  clothed  with  mili- 
tary authority  over  soldiers  who  have 
seen  actual  war  service,  the  members 
of  the  Great  War  Veterans'  Associa- 
tion, in  convention  here  last  week, 
adopted,  the  following  resolution,  and 
ordered  it  sent  to  the  proper  author- 
ities:

workera.  Mr.  Fortune  in  hia  statement 
explains  that  thia  aaaertion  la  baaed  on 
the  report  from  Mr.  W.  t>.  Bayley,  who 
represented  the  prohibition  tntereaU  in 
the  taking  of  the  soldiers'  vote  over- 
seas. 

Mr.  Bayley  has  Just  returned  from 
London  and  has  made  bis  reiwrt  to  the 
executive  in  Vancouver.  The  executive 
announcea  that  it  cannot  make  the  re- 
port public  until  after  the  report  of  the 
findings  has  been  Issued  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Commission  which  has  been  in 
Kngland  all  Hummer  looking  into  the 
condltiona  under  which  the  aoldiera' 
vote  was  taken.  The  commissioners 
are  on  their  way   home  now. 

In  his  statement  Mr.  Fortune  urged 
members  of  the  party  to  come  out  in 
the  approaching  Dominion  election  on 
a  platform  of  "Conscription,  Win  the 
War  and  Prohibition.  "  He  urges  them 
to  see  that  all  candidates  nominated  by 
either  party  are  pledged  to  thia  plat- 
form. 

Oonserlptloa   With   Prohibition 

"It  Is  now  certain  a  Dominion  election 
will  take  place  within  a  few  months," 
Says  Mr.  Fortune.  "The  supreme  is- 
sue will  naturally  be  'Conscription'  and 
'Win   the  War.' 

"In  view  of  the  .shameful  waste  of 
foodetuffs,  manpower  and  money,  there 
is  another  issue  almost  equally  im- 
portant, vlx.,  prohibition  of  the  liquor 
traffic.

Get 
in  touch  with  the  workers  in  your  rid- 
ing. Work  through  the  primaries 
wherever  you  can.  Hee  that  candidates 
are  nominated  who  will  stand  for  the 
principles  of  'Conscription,  Win  the 
War  and   Prohibition.' 

"Get  the  co-operation  of  the  women, 
to  whom  a  circular  letter  has  been 
sent,  and  you  can  elect  whom  you 
will. 

"One  of  the  most  effective  way«  to 
•Win  the  War,'  In  the  face  of  a  short- 
age of  foods  In  the  world.  Is  to  stop 
the  wkste  of  the  snme  In  the  manu- 
facture of  liquor.  The  T^nlted  States 
wasts  40,000,000  bushels,  and  Canada 
4,000,000  per  annum.  Now  In  our  op- 
portunity to  strike  at  the  enemies  of 
the  Empire."

OUrer,    Theatre    Employee,    Ilunged    VoHy 
Feet   From   Flle^-No  Bones   Broke* 


Falling  a  distance  of.  nearly  /orty 
feet  and  aJiKhtIng  upon  his  head  and 
shoulders  on  the  solid  concrete  floor  bc> 
neath,  Leonard  Oliver.  1722  Buy  .Street, 
a  member  of  the  stags  oreW  and  ilym«Ui 
at  the  Itoyal  Victoria  Theatre,  escaped 
death  by  a  miracle  yesterday  afternoon 
during  the  third  act  of  the  perform- 
ance of  the  play,  "Her  Unborn  Child." 

He  had  Just  left  the  right  fly  gallery 
above  the  stage  where  he  had  been  at 
work  during  the  performance,  snd  was 
descending  through  the  opening  into 
which  the  wall  ladder  leadluR  up  to  the 
flies  enter,  and  while  still  at  the  top  of 
the  ladder  he  slipived,  lost  his  hold  and 
fell   straight   down   to   the   floor   beneath. 

His  fall  was  seen  by  a  number  of  th«j 
stage  employees  and  members  of  the 
company,  some  of  whom  rushed  to  his 
assistance.  As  he  was  unconscious  and 
with  his  h«ml  covered  with  blood  which 
flowed  from  a  severe  wound  .  in  the 
scalp,  those  about  him  believed  he  had 
been    killed.     While  an   attempt   at    giv- 


ing first  aid  was  made  by  theatre  at- 
tendants Dr.  Lennox  was  summoned.  In 
the  police  motor  ambulance  Oliver  was 
taken  to  St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  where 
he  was  examined.  It  was  found  that, 
while  badly  bruised  and  cut  about  the 
head  and  shoulders  and  about  the  body, 
no  Ijones,  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained, 
were  broken.  l-Inqulrles  made  at  tho 
hospital  at  an  early  hour  this  morning 
elicited  the  informallon  that  the  In- 
jured man  was  getting  along  well  and 
resting  easily.  It  was.  Dr.  Lennox 
stated,  a  miracle  how  Oliver  escaped 
without  serioua.  If  not  fatal  results.

XAhnxf  atatistlea — During  July  the 
Victoria  Public  Library  circulated  a 
total  of  17,719  volumes,  the  adult  de- 
partment accounting  for  14,895,  whUe 
the  children  took  out  8.424  books.  The 
daily  average  for  the  month  was  708, 
being  well  up  to  tbe  figures  of  past 
years.  The  number  of  new  registra- 
tions was  271,  adults  being  194  and 
children  77,  while  the  reading  room  at- 
tendance was  8,340.  This  does  not  In- 
clude the  62  teachers  from  the  Summer 
school  who  took  advantage  of  the  ape- 
cial  privileges  which  wer%.offered  them. 
Eighty  new  bookn  were  placed  on  the 
shelves,  the  number  being  lower  than 
would  otherwise  have  been  the  case 
owing  to  the  vacation  seaaon  tempor- 
arily cutting  down  the  staff.  This 
month  It  in  expected  that  the  number 
of  additions  to  the  shelves  will  be 
above  three  hundred.

the  city  Is  hard-  pressed  for  money  to 
meet  wage  increases,  the  aldermen  last 
night  decided  that  it  would  be  cheaper 
in  tbe  long  run  to  erect  a  new  build- 
ing at  a  cost  of  from  $3,100  to  |4.000 
at  the  Oarbally  Road  yards  for  hous- 
ing macblnary  and  equipment  that  Is 
posed  to  the  weather.  Alderman 
Chriatle  said  it  waa  a  ahame  to  see  good 
tools  lying  around  in  the  open.  Alder- 
man Dilworth  wanted  to  know  why  the 
people's  money  was  not  saved  and  good 
vacant  buildings  at  the  Yates  Street 
and  Chambers  Street  yards  employed 
for  storage.

Attorney- 
General,  aald:  "I  regret  that  I  did  not 
personally  know  Sir  Richard  McBride.

ciated the  many  fine  traita  of  hia  char- 
acter, and  regarded  him  with  esteam. 
Sir  Richard  waa  a  man  of  atriking  per- 
•onallty,  and  hIa  untimely  death  will  un- 
doubtedly be  regretted  and  prove  a  dia- 
tinot  loss  to  his  native  Province,  which 
he  loved  ao  well."

"The  death  of  Sir  Richard  McBride 
who  aerved  hla  native  Province  so  faith- 
fully and  long,  will  be  unlveraally  re- 
gretted." aald  Mr.  W.  J.  Bowaer.  K.C., 
M.P.P.,  leader  of  the  Opposition  In  tha 
Provincial  Legialature.  when  referring 
to  the  aad  news  announcing  tha  death 
of  the  Agent-General,  which  came  over 
the  cable  yesterday. 

Mr.  Bowser,  for  years  a  close  per- 
sonal friend  and  confrere  of  Sir  Rich- 
ard's in  the  Government  of  the  Prov- 
ince, stated  that  while  the  tatter's 
serious  condition  .of  health  waa  known 
It  had  been  the  sincere  hope  of  his 
friends  that  he  would  have  returned  to 
Britlah  Columbia  and  here  recover  his 
health.  It  was  their  hope  that  the 
change  would  have  helped  Sir  Richard, 
and  at  least  that  he  would  have  been 
spared  to  spend  some  years  In  the 
Province  for  which  he  labored  ao  faith- 
fully and  where  he  poasessed  a  host  of 
friends  and   admirers. 

At  ValTaiBlty  Tnrothar 

"Our  friendship  has  been  one  of 
years  standing."  said  Mr.  Bowaer.  "We 
first  met  In  1M7.  when  as  boya  we  en- 
tered the  Dalhousle  law  school.  Then 
we  established  a  friendship  which  haa 
continued  throughout.  When  I  came 
West  to  Vancouver  in  ISSl  Sir  Richard 
was  then  studying  law  in  New  Weat- 
mlnatcr.  In  190S  I  ran  as  one  of  hla 
candidates  in  Vancouver  when  he  flrat 
became  Premier  and  declared  for  party 
lines.  Ever  since  I  was  aasoctated  with 
him  In  the  Legislature  until  his  retire- 
ment In  December,  IKIS,  when  he  be- 
came Agent-Oeneral  of  the  Province  at 
I.<ondon.  For  nine  years  I  had  tha 
honor  to  aerve  In  hla  Cabinet  aa  Attor- 
ney-General. 

"In  the  death  of  Sir  Richard  Mc- 
Bride British  Columbia  loses  her  most 
distinguished  son,  a  man  of  moat  lib- 
eral disposition,  big  hearted  to  a  de- 
gree and  one  whose  name  will  rank  at 
the  very  top  In  the  development  of  the 
Province,  a  work  that  will  undoubtedly 
ba  more  appreciated  In  the  future,  than 
perhaps.

Applied  Art 

The  work  done  at  the  Summer  School 
by  the  classes  taught  by  Mr.  Kyle  and 
Mr.  McMttlen  la  not  only  heafltlf  tn.^lnit 
uHefuI.  The  skill  In  design  and  execu- 
tion shown  by  some  of  the  atutlents  Is 
surprlBlng.  It  Is  plain  that,  given  the 
oportiinfly,  audi  work  could  be  turned 
to   commercial    use. 

Very  patiently  teachers  have  worked 
for  the  past  twelve  years  or  more  to 
pr(>pare  the  ground  and  to  sow  the 
seed.  The  work  that  has  been  done  In 
the  Summer  School  shows  that  a  plant, 
here  and  there,  has  come  very  near  ma- 
turity. The  younK  ladies  and  gentle- 
men who  have  done  the  stencllllns,  let- 
tering, designing,  for  embroidery,  par- 
quetry, or  have  painted  from  still  life 
will  carry  Into  the  districts  where  they 
teach  their  love  of  the  beautiful  and 
win  Impart  It  to  their  pupils  and  to 
the  young  people  with  whom  they  as- 
sociate. They,  In  ttirn,  are  laying  the 
foundation  for  the  technical  education 
which,  we  are  told.  Is  so  necessary  for 
the  future  advancement  of  the  people 
of  this  Province.  The  time  may  not  he 
near  when  our  wood,  our  copper,  our  pa- 
per and  our  Iron  can  be  turned  Into  fin- 
ished products,  but  If,  when  that  day 
comes,  the  young  men  and  women  edu- 
cated in  our  own  Hchoola  are  ready  to 
take  their  places  In  the  factories,  the 
workshops  and  th«>  designers'  and  archi- 
tects' offices,  it  will  he  owing  in  great 
measure,  to  the  labors  of  the  teachers 
who  in  the  early  years  of  this  century 
worked  in  the  manual  training  and 
draiwlng  classes  with  enthusiasm  and 
untiring  Industry. 


ASTlotiltii{^ 

A  large  number  of  women  teachers 
listened  to  the  lectures  of  the  Univer- 
sity Professors  on  subjects  pertaining 
to  agriculture,  and  all  expressed  them- 
selves as  delighted  with  what  they 
heard.  Some  of  the  lectures  were  tech- 
nical and  required  some  acquaintance 
with  the  subject  on  the  listener'a  part. 
This  was  not  the  case  wlt:<  the  admir- 
able neries  of  addresses  delivered  by  the 
Dean  of  the  College  of  Agriculture.  Any- 
one could  enjoy  these,  but  no  one  could 
come  away  without  feeling  that  the 
cultivation  of  the  land  was  the  most 
Important  material  work  being  done  In 
Canada,  and  that  it  was  essential  that 
the  teacher  who  lived  among  them 
should  have  sympathy  with  the  farmers 
and  some  understanding  of  their  prob- 
lems. Upon  these  the  lectures  cast 
much  light.  The  College  of  Agriculture 
is  open  to  women  as  well  as  men.  In 
Great  Britain  thousands  of  women  ^re 
taking  short  cour.ie5  In  agriculture  to 
enable  them  to  be  of  immediate  use  t<~ 
the  country.  Many  others  are  attend- 
ing schools  and  colleges  with  a  view  to 
making  the  tillage  of  the  soil  or  the 
ralHlng  of  stock  their  life's  woric 

In  very  few  parts  of  the  clviliaad 
world  Is  knowledge  of  the  principles  Of 
farming  and  of  approved  methods  Of 
agriculture  so  greatly  needed  as  In  our 
own  Province.  Is  It  not  advisable  that, 
especially  at  this  time,  women  as  well 
as  men  shall  attend  the  agricultural 
college  as  soon  as  it  opens?  The  mat- 
ter Is  one  which  should  receive  the  seri- 
ous consideration  of  young  women  who 
have  the  means  and  the  inclination  to 
enter  the  university,  ar.d  who  desire  to 
be  of  the  greatest  use  to  this  Province. 
No  step  should  be  taken  without  full 
enquiry,  but  information  calf  l>e  :Talned 
by  any  who  are  Interested  fr^m  the 
registrar  of  the,  university  or  from 
Dean  Kllnck,  of  the  Agricultural  Col- 
lege. 

It  will  always  be  necessary  for  the 
prosperity  of  this  Province  that  all  the 
land  available  shall  be  cultivated,  and 
this  will  be  better  done  whea  tfome  of 
Its  women  are  able  to  help  Intelligently 
and  to  direct  wisely.

The  east  is  excellent  and  w«ll  bal- 
anced, the  Interpretation  of  each  In- 
dividual being  well  developed  and  pol- 
ished. The  story  deals  with  the  love 
affair  of  a  young  man,  who  believes 
himself  to  be  a  foundling  and  tha  pro- 
tege of  a  wealthy  spinster,  prominent 
in  a  campaign  for  the  circulation  of 
birth  control  knowledge,  and  the  daugh- 
ter of  the  wealthy  widow  of  a  self- 
made  man.  As  the  result  of  their  love 
affair  the  girl  finds  herself  in  serious 
trouble.  The  man,  who  Is  dependent 
on  the  woman  who  calls  herself  his 
aunt,  and  believing  that  be  haa  no  le- 
gitimate name,  feara  to  offer  mar- 
riage as  a  solution,  and  the  woman,  to 
save  h^r  protege  from  marrying  the 
daughter  of  a  social  inferior,  persuades 
the  girl,  through  the  man,  to  visit  a 
doctor.  The  girl  refuses,  however,  to 
be  attended  by  one  of  the  physicians 
suggested  by  the  woman  and  Insists  on 
going  to  her  lunlly  doctor,  who  turns 
out  to  be  thcMholder  of  the  secret  of 
the  woman's  past  life  and  of  the  paren- 
tage of  her  protege.  The  doctor  re- 
fuses to  perform  the  necessary  opera- 
tion and  shows  the  man  and  the  girl  the 
right   path'  to   follow. 

The  acting  honors  must  go  to  Mrs.

She  handles  tbe  many  transi- 
tions from  sorrow  to  whimsical  humor 
with  a  deftness  that  bespeaks  the  ar- 
tist. 

As  the  girl,  Minn  Sankey  proves  her- 
self an  emotional  actress  of  extraor- 
dinary powers  and  throughout  a  most 
trying  part  keeps  her  characterisation 
well  in  hand.  Miss  Florence  Living- 
stone as  the  spinster  advocate  of  birth 
control,  gave  a  satisfying  performance 
of  the  scheming,  unscrupulous  and  ut- 
terly selfish  woman  and  was  an  excel- 
lent foil  for  the  lovable  mother.  Miss 
Rthel  Tole,  as  the  romantic  flapper,  was 
Just  a  delicious  bundle  of  dimples  and 
giggles.  She  delighted  both  heart  and 
eye,  which  Is  all  that  her  part  calls 
for,  though  at  the  same  time  she  show- 
ed a  true  sense  of  the  value  of  her 
comedy  scenes.  As  "The  Brat"  who 
hides  under  furniture,  listens  at  key- 
holes and  then  sells  her  silence  to  her 
brother  and  sister  for  chocolate  creams, 
little  Florence  Spencer  was  hratty 
eriough  to  satisfy  even  the  most  exas- 
perated lover  of  an  elder  sister. 

Mr.  Bert  Chapman  placed  the  man  in 
the  case,  with  a  quiet  dignity  and  re- 
pose which  carried  conviction.  His 
work  waa  especially  good  In  the  laat 
act,  when  he  explains  his  social  posi- 
tion to  the  girl's  mother  and  begs  for- 
giveness for  the  wrong  he  has  dona 
her  daughter.

Great  War  Veterans  Will  Ask 
Government  to  Make  bur- 
den Equal  on  All  Classes  of 
Residents. 


flo  that  the  Patriotic  Fund  In  British 
Columbia  may  not  suffer  through  want 
of  flnsnclal  support,  the  convention  of 
the  Provincial  branch  of  the  Great  War 
Veterans'  Association  -  went  on  record 
Saturday  as  being  In  favor  o(  a  tax  to 
be  levied  on  aliens  as  wUl  as  natural* 
Ised  citisens. 

A  number  of  other  Important  resolu- 
tions affecting  the  welfare  of  tbe  re- 
turned soldier  were  passed  during  yes- 
terday's sessions,  and  the  delegstes 
found  it  necessary  to  adjourn  until  this 
morning,  when  business  will  be  re- 
resumed.  Saturday  afternoon  tbey  Jour- 
neyed by  motor  to  the  Resthaven  Mili- 
tary Hospital,  and  in  the  evening  were 
entertained  at  a  smoker  in  the  Belmont 
Building. 

The    text    of    the    resolution    dealing 
with  the  Patriotic  Fund  follows: 
Aids  Sapaadeata 

"Whereas  the  receipts  of  the  Cana- 
dian Patriotic  Fund  In  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  are  considerably 
smaller  than  the  disbursements,  and  for 
this  reason  the  assistance  to  depend- 
ents of  soldiers  is  not  as  generous  as 
desired: 

"Be  It  therefore  resolved  that  thia 
convention  recommend  to  the  Legisla- 
ture of  British  Columbia  at  its  ap- 
proaching assembly,  the  imposition  of  a 
tax  similar  to  that  enforced  by  tha 
Oovamments  of  Ontario  and  Manitoba 
for  the  aama.parpoaa.  said  tax  to  ba  so 
Imposed  that  It  ^weuld  bear  on  aliens 
wbo  are  not  shouldering  aar  war  re- 
sponsibility, while  receiving  greater 
nnaactal  remuneration,  with  the  added 
benefits  that  are  bound  to  acrue  through 
victory.  Tbe  monies  ao  derived  from 
said  tax  to  be  used  to  augment  tha 
treasury  of  tha-Brltlsh  Columbia  branch 
of  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund." 

The  pension  and  treatment  of  disabled 
Imperial  reservists  In  Canada  were  dealt 
with  In  the  following  resolution,  which 
also  passed   unanimously: 

"Whereas  It  haa  come  to  the  notice 
of  the  Great  War  Veterans'  Association 
that  Imperial  reservists,  wbo  were,  pre- 
vious to  tbe  war,  resident  In  Canada, 
hava  auffered  considerable  hardship 
whilst  undergoing  post-hospltsi  treat- 
ment In  Canada,  through  disabilities  re- 
ceived while  on  active  service  In  tha 
Imperial  army,  and  are  left  to  tbe  care 
of  charitable  and  patrlotie  bodlaa  for 
support; 

'Be  It  resolved  that  thia  convention 
recommend  to  tha  Dominion  execotlva  of 
tha  Great  War  Vatavmna'  Association  to 
request  the  Federal  authorities  to  put 
said  disabled  reservists  on  a  scale  of 
pay  and  allowance  whilst  being  treated 
In  Canada;  illso.  wa  raoommend  tbat  tba 
Government  tnatruet  tba  C.  A.  M.  C.  in 
England  to  aMrclsa  greater  ears  in  ex- 
amining and  sanding  Imperial  nten  back 


to  Canada,  until  satlsHed  thai  their  con- 
dition iH  Buch  (hat  they  will  not  be- 
come an  added  burden  to  the  Canadian 
treasury." 

Some  other  resolutions  passed  on  Sat- 
urday follow: 

"That  all  branches  >be  urged  to  Uke 
steps  to  raise  fundii  or  co-operate  with 
other  organisations  raining  fun«a  for 
the  dependents  of  our  fallen  comraden, 
as  a  tsmporary  measure,  until  the  Gov- 
ernment Increases  the  pension  to  sn 
amount  that  will  enable  them  to  live 
with  some  degree  of  comfort."  Moved 
by   H,  W.  Hart. 

"That  thia  convention  recommends  to 
the  Dominion  Ksecutive  of  the  (Ireat 
War  Veterans'  Association  to  bring  to 
the  notice  of  the  authorities  that  men 
returned  for  permanent  base  and  special 
duty  be  given  suffl6lent  furlonith  to  en- 
able them  to.  visit  their  homen,  alMl  tliHt 
the  Government  pay  their  transportM- 
tlon  to  and  from  homes  on  such  fiir- 
'  "laugh."  Moved  by  H.  E.  Stafford,  Van- 
do4.ver. 

This  Ih  the  mesaage  the  Veterann  will 
send    to    Lieut. -Col.    Arthur    Currle; 

"The  British  Columbia  Convention  uf 
the  great  War  Veterans'  Aanoclatlon  of 
i'anada  deslr^a  to  espreas  Its  admiration 
for  the  magnlflcent  work  of  the  Cana- 
dian Army,  and  to  assure  all  ranka  that 
It  will  work  unceasingly  on  their  be- 
half,  strongly   supporting  conscription." 

Moved  by  H.  W.  Hart.  The  followluK 
#111  be  submitted  to  the  Dominion  exe- 
cutive of  the  association: 

"That  the  King  be  approached  througa 
the  proper  channels  asking  His  Msjestf 
to  honor  organisation  with  His  Royal 
patronage."     Moved  by  H.  W.  ilart. 

The  following  resolution  will  b«  telo' 
graphed  to  His  li^xcellencr  the  Gover< 
nor-General: 

"The  British  Columbia  convention  of 
the  Great  War  Veterans'  Asaoeiatlon  of 
Canada  begs  to  sssure  HIa  Majesty  uf 
its  unswerving  loyalty  to  the  King,  and 
Its  determination  to  render  unstinted 
service  In  tha  cause  of  humanity  end 
civilisation." 

The  Veterans  will  support  the  candi- 
dature for  municipal,  civic  and  Provin- 
cial elections  of  any  membara  of  the 
association  approved  by  tha  Provincial 
executive,  according  to  a  raaolutlon 
passed  on  motion  of  Delegate  D.  I^ough- 
man,  of  Xorth  Vancouver,  as  followg:

In  the  first  place,  the  War  Veterans' 
Association  will  suggest  that  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  returned  soldiers  be 
made  a  mamber  of  the  Land  Settlement 
Board,  which  supervises  and  drafts  the 
Land  Settlement  Act.  Tha  Pro«vinclal 
Government  will  be  petitioned  to  make 
free  grants  of  land,  and  to  make  pro- 
Tislona  for  loans  of  at  least  |2,500  and 
that  at  the  termination  of  the  period  for 
which  the  loan  is  granted  a  value  be 
placed  upon  improvements  made  by  the 
grantee  or  his  heirs,  and  a  reasonable 
rebate   allowed   from   the   original   loan. 

The  Veterans  will  request  that  a 
clause  be  Inserted  In  the  Provincial 
Land  Act  giving  the  prlvlleia  to  auch 
man  aa  dealre  It  the  right  to  take  up 
land  under  non-r*sldentlal  conditions, 
Wherehy  tha  required  cultivation  and 
condltlona  may  be  done  by  prosy,  there- 
by enabling  all  veterans  to  share  In  the 
beneftta.

A  atrong  committee  will  be  appointed 
to  brlnl^  tiafore  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment aome  scheme  wherehy  the  pen- 
alona  shfcU  not  be  the  only  means  of 
subsistence  to  soldiers  disahlad  In  the 
war.  This  scheme  would  be  auch  as  to 
"atoploy  his  mentality  and  h*ep  alive 
his  natural  ambition  and  be  a  means  of 
augmenting  his  source  of  Inoome."  ac- 
cording to  the  resolution  drafted  to 
cover  the  point.  / 

Such  land  that  must  be  cleared  fo* 
settlement  by  returned  eoldlara  ought 
to  he  cleared  by  Interne*  enemy  aliens. 
In  the  opinion  of  the  convention. 

This  resolution  expresses  the  attitude 
of  i»ome  of  tha  War  Veterana  an  timber 
leases:

"Whareas  there  are  Immenae  timber 
berths  lying  dormant  in  thla  Province; 
therefore  be  it  resolved  that  tha  Gov- 
ernmant  draft  a  timber  scheme  so  as 
to  enable  returned  totally  diaabled  aol- 
dlers  to  be  reimbursed  by  a  timber  lease 
equivalent  to  the  amount  racdmmended 
by  thla  aaaootatlon  In  reference  to 'the 
land  settlement  scheme,  namely.  $2,500.

The  resolution,  however,  waa  not 
passed.  Some  of  the  delegates  ^elt  that 
such  an  arrangement  would  encourage 
the  repetition  of  condltlona  following 
tha  granting  ef  South  African  land 
scrip.  The  holders  of  aiKh  property.  It 
waa  contended,  would  probably  aell  it 
to  specuUtors,  ao  that  whatever  reward 
the  gift  of  Und  might  t>e.  It  Would  be 
only  temporary  In  actual  value,  and  tha 
holder  would  have  nothing  to  fall  back 
upon  after  diaposing  of  his  land.  Tha 
matter  will  be  left  for  the  ineonlng 
executive  to  work  upon.

iwlthstanding;  the  hard  knocks  politically 
Which  each  dealt  the  other  with  rlarht 
goodwill,  thsrs  was  perfsct  vood  feeling 
between  them  as  men.  Today,  thouch 
passed  away»^  Sir  Richard  still  lives  in 
the  hearts  and  atfeotlon  of  the  present 
poneration.  and  will  live  as  Ions  as  tbey 
llvs,  and  they  will  hnnd  down  his  name 
to  their  sons  and  daughters  with  lovlns 
tribute.  ' 

Sir  BlcbarA  M e)lrl4»  wi*  a -peoull^rly 
iovabls  man,  and'^pUl  a.  is|^we  drew  all 
^•n  to '.him.  His  arreat  success,  creator 
khan  hia  arv  In  polities,  creater  than  his 
(latunal  ability, '  treater  than  anything 
^  slse,  was  due  to  his  goodness  of  heart. 
/W^hati  was  once  attributed  to  "pose" 
came  to  'be  generally  recognized  as  the 
upontaneous  expression  of  the  man's  in- 
nate klndtxfBss.  It  was  ingrained  In  bis 
nature  .and  displayed  ItseU  from  Infancy 
to  his  last  days.  ]^s  never  spoke  ill  of 
apy  man.  either  in  jf^blic  or  private.  Ut- 
terly without  hypOiirisy  he  was  always 
frank  in  statements  regarding  himself, 
^nd  rsgarding  his  friends  he  praised 
*  their  virtues  and  condoned  their  weak- 
Hisses.  He  resognixed  the  good  qualit- 
tlsa  of.  tha  most  extremo  of  hla  oppon- 
•nts.  and  never  hesitated  to  acknow- 
ledge them.  In  all  his  dealings  with  the 
)>ublio.  in  a  considerable  term  of  office  he 
V  yrMw  never  known  to  be  rude  to  any  per- 
^n,  iq  high  or  low  position.  Every  per- 
son whom  he  |pet  in  any.  capacity  was 
klways  treated  in  the  same  urbane  and 
t>leasant  way.'  And  this  is  the  supreme 
test  of  natwrs's  gentleman,  he  always 
treated  tbos4'directly  under  him  and  all 
members  of  the  civil  service  with  the 
courtly  and  consideration  he  exten^itt 
to  his  peers.  He  never  commanded;  he 
always  requested.  He  never  scolded.  If 
he  had  occasion  to  ^press  disapproval, 
h«  did  U,Jn  a  friendly  and  often  fatherly 
fashion  which  robbed  his  rule  of  all  se- 
verity, a  line4>f  conduct  that  was  al- 
ways more  effective  than  hard  words.  All 
,  who  worked  under  him  and  along  with 
hfm  feU  thM  in  the  best  sense  of  that 
word  h«  was^  their  friend.  In  the  do- 
mestic circle  his  courtesy  and  kindness 
jnrere  even  more  pronounced,  and  he  was 
beldVed  and  worshipped  by  his  family. 
Mis  composure  in  all  circumstanoes  was 
remarkable.  No  matter  what  the  occa- 
sion, and  no  matter  what  his  inner  feel- 
ings wei^e,  he  remained  unnifHed  and 
oerene  of  countenance.

These  lat- 
er '  occasional  lapses  were  the  certain 
signals  of  the  disease  which  had  begun 
to  make  ini'oads  on  his  constitution.

€ir  Richard,  in  addition  to  the  other 
things  which  made  him  popular,  was  a 
native  son.  and  for  all  native  sons  he 
had  a  peculiar  attachment,  and  also  for 
all  vi^hose  lives  had  been  long  associated 
with  the  life  and  history  of  the  prov- 
ince. ■  In  a  special  sense  he  was  the 
friend  of  "old-timers,"  not  one  of  them, 
•specially  if  in  need,  were  overlooked  or 
neglectad  tf  they  came  to  see  him,  or  if 
known  to  be  in  the  city.  He  especially 
endeared  hims«if  to  that  class  of  the 
community.  The  Indians  of  the  Fraser 
Valley,  with  many  of  whom  he  became 
friends  in  his  boyhood  do^s,  and  with 
whom  hS  learned  to  converse  freely  in 
tha  Chinook  "talk,"  later  regarded  the 
'fwhite  Chier* ,  in  very  much  the  same 
kind  of  way  they  used  to  regard  their 
"great  WhUsMothir,"  This  unvarying 
and  in variabl|i  attitude  towards  all  per- 
sons in  all  circumstances  was. possibly 
the  greatest  asset  of  his  political  career, 
but  not  an  acquired  asset.  It  Was  Just 
as  natural  as  his  gifts  for  politics  and 
Judging  men.  Ko  man  cait,  maintain  a 
"pose^*  which  does  not  reflect  hia  real 
••If  and  long  retain  the  respect  and  es- 
teem of  the  entire  commonlty,  not  to 
•Mi^  of  more  intimate  friends.  It  Is 
SidMlble  thkt  during  his  pollthMil  career 
fltr  Richard  did  acquire  a  "pose."  All 
public  men,  either  voluntarily  or  Invol- 
untarily, do.  It  comes  of  the  dignity  at- 
tached to  a  position,  especially  'in  the 
case  of  great  lApularity,  which  undoubt- 
«dly  he  did  enjoy:  but  he  did  not  assume 
a  kindness  of  manner  and  goodness  of 
heart  which  he  did  not  Inherently  i>os- 
■sss. 

Coming  now  to  his  politiool  career, 
apart  from  personal  characteristics, 
after  the  rather  meteoric  but  inglorious 
•psil  of  Jo*«ph  Martin's  premlemhip, 
lia  bedama  Minister  of  Mines  In  the  ad- 
snlnlatratton  of  the  Hon.  James  Duns, 
mulr.  It  must  be  understood  that  Mr. 
I>nnBmuir  was  chosen  for  the  leader- 
flhlp  by  those  opposed  to  Martin  not  on 
account  of  political  fitness,  because  he 
never  made  pretences  to  statesmanship, 
and  was  entirely  honest  in  his  profes- 
■lon  on  that  score,  but  because  he  was 
a  business  man  of  large  interests  who 
migtit  be  oxpooted  to  hold  the  scales 
•quall)(  ••  beiween  opposing  interests, 
and  thoro  was  no  other  man  in  sight 
vpon  wliich  the  majority  could  agree. 
Sir  Richard  had  run  in  New  W«st- 
winster  dtstrtot'  as  a  Oonservatlve  in  the 
JDadoral  eleetlon  of  ll«t  against  Mr. 
AttM^  Morrrson..  now  Mr.  Justice  Mor- 
titum.  and  although  he  was  defeated  he 
made  a  splendid  impression,  and  in  the 
Pro\-lnclal  elections  of  IIBI  was  elected 
for  I>ewdnay  riding  as  a  aupporter  at 
the  Turnor  administration,  and  again 
In  1900,  aftor  which  he  became  Minister 
of  Mines.  The  session  of  1»00  went  oK 
swLihmingly.  Martin  as  leader  of  the 
Oi(»t)«a|tiaa  Bavlav  only  seven  or  eight 
wt»mh<»»  at  his  back.  In  the  session 
of  M  901  eomplloatleaa  arose  in  coaneo- 
tton  with  railway  matters,  the  Tt  V.  A 
K.  hOtnc  th«  principal  bono  of  centen- 
ti<H).  and  thora  woa  a  good  doal  of  dio- 
tinttsfaetloa  on  ooognnt  of  the  attitude 
of  ftiM  Oovamnont  In  that  eooneetlotw 
but  |o  open  rovolt.  la  tho  rvu  of  that 
yeaiV  which,  by  the  way,  was  the  yca« 
In  whloh  the  present  King  Ttaitod  tha 
ProvlaoOb  the  Hoa.  J.  S.  Tnoiar, 
Jilnlgtar  of  rinaaoo.  realgaod  and  wu 
•gipalatsd  to  the  poaltlon  of  Agsnt- 
OoRoralta  Vomtcn.  The  treabio  arooa 
la  oogaootloii  with  his  •ooosooor  !■  Um 
cahlaot.

Flnonoa.  oflsk-  ths  resignation  d<  Mr. 
.jOorry  Rldsr.  was  taken  la  as  Pr<rr||M 
eiol  Socrotory.  This  was  not  in  ocoori* 
ance  with  the  political  traditions  of 
party  government  of  any  kind,  and  81r 
Richard  resigned  In  protest.  Sotno 
doxen  supporters  of  the  Oo'vemment,  fif- 
eluding  R.  F.  Oreen,  A.  E3.  McPhlllipi| 
and  Capt.  Tatlow  and  ooveral  foUowf  } 
ere  of  Mr.  Martin,  tfooped'lnto  oppoal- 
tlon  along  with  him.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  Oovernment  was  reinforced 
by  six  members  of  the  old  Opposition 
and  still  had  a  working  majority.  Mr. 
Brown  was  defeated  in  the  election 
after  ho  had  been  appointed  Mlnlstei/ 
of  Finance,  notwithstanding  that  the 
Oovernment  was  building  a  bridge  over 
the  Fraser  at  a  coat  of  over  11,000.000^ 
and  resigned.  From  that  time,  8ei>tem- 
ber,  18,  until  June  1.  1903,  the  political 
atmosphere  was  heavily  sub-charged, 
and,  to  use  a  metaphor,  thunder  and 
lightning  were  frequent.  There  were 
the  Prior-Bodwell  el^ftlon,  lasting  over 
two  months,  the  appointment  of  Dennis 
Murphy,  new  Mr.  Justice  Murphy,  and 
W.  W.  B.  Mclnnes,  as  Provincial  becre- 
tery  and  President  of  the  Councn>  re- 
spectively, the  spectatu^ur  resignation 
of  Mr.  Murphy,  the  selection  of  Mc- 
Brlde  as  leader  of  the .  Opposition,  tha 
railway  agitation  for  the  V.  V.  ft  E^, 
the  Canadian  Northern'  proposal  to  build 
a  lino  ovsr  the  old  British  Pacific  route 
to  which  the  Oovernment  was  commit' 
ted,  the  stormy  sessions  oi  1902  and 
1908,  the  Columbia  *  Western  and 
Chimney  Creek  investigations,  the  dis- 
missal of  Col.  Prior  as  Premier,  and 
much  else  In  whloh  Sir  ktichard  M|c- 
Bride  jrtLB  the  central  flirure  sind  t^o 
skilful  Isader  of  the  Opposition.  *  Ahd 
here  comes  the  crucial  and  pivotal  point 
in   Sir  Richard's   career.

For  half  a,  dosen  years  at  least  an 
effort  had  been  made  by  both  Liberala 
and  Conservatives,  that  is,  a  number 
of  Liberals  and  Conservatives,  to  form 
partlea  on  party  lines,  as  Liberal^  and 
Conservatives.  Martin's  Oovernment 
was  really  a  Liberal  Government,  and 
W.  W.  B.  Mclnnes  in  tendering  hie  re- 
signation to  the  Premier  In  190S  stated 
in  his  letter  that  his  action  was  taken 
with  a  view  to  facilitating  an  appeal 
to  the  country  on  party  lines.  When 
Sir  Richard  was  called  upon  by  His 
Honor  to  form  an  administration,  after 
the  defeat  of  the  Prior  administration, 
he  probably  did  not  contemplate  such  a 
move,  as  several  of  his  followers,  in- 
cluding John  Oliver,  were  Liberals,  but 
the  pressure,  from  his  own  party  waa 
too  strong,  and  on  June  1,  when  he  was 
sworn  in,  ^e  called  to  his  cabinet  all 
Conservatives,  and  )y^  action  was 
severely  criticised  as  one  of  ingratitude 
and  even  treachery  on  bis  part,  but  or- 
ganisation on  party  lines  was  inevit- 
able. Had  lie  followed  his  own  per- 
sonal inclinations  and  gone  to  thw 
country  as  the  head  of  a  compo8it(l[ 
Oovernment,  owing  to  the  feeling  at  tha 
time,  he  would  have  been  returned  tri- 
umphantly at  the  head  of  the  polls.  On- 
the  other  haiid,  as  leader  of  the  Con- 
servative party  he  took  his  political* 
life  In  his  hands  and  courted  defeat, 
because  at  that  time  the  Province  re- 
turned a  solid  delegation  of  seven 
Liberals  to  the  Federal  House.  As  It 
was,  the  elections  held  on  October  t. 
gave  the  following  result:  22  Con- 
servatives, 17  Liberals,  2  Socialists  and 
1  labor  member,  ^  leaving -tho  Oovern- 
ment in  a  majofity  of  only.S. <  Tho  first 
Parliament  was  a  most  trying  period  for 
Sir  Richard,  not  only  externally, 'so  far 
as  the  Opposition  was  concerned,  but 
Internally,  so  far  as  his  own  party  was 
concernilid,  and  he  was  several  times  on 
the  verlre  of  defeat.  Kever  was  his 
qualitlM  of  leadership  so  severely  test- 
ed as  during  those  four  years. 

Fortunately  for  him.  the  broils  of  the 
preceding  five  years ;  and  the  politic^ 
instability  displayed.  In  which  there 
was  nothing  but  personal  allegiance  to 
a  Oovernment  and  that  shifting  had 
made  the  country  .  exceedingly  sick  of 
the  turmoil,  and  It  kept  In  line  with 
him.  ,  At  the  time  the  Conservativa 
Oovernment  came  Into .  power  financial 
conditions  were  very  bad  through  heavy 
borrowing,  and  the  credit  of  the  Pro- 
vince bad  been  severely  discredited  by 
political  upheavals.  By  a  stringent 
policy  of  retrenchment.  Increased  taxa- 
tion and  the  creation  of  new  sources  of 
revenue,  financial  conditions  rapidly 
Improved.  In  February,  1907,  when  Sir 
Richard  next  appealed  to  the  country, 
the  two  main  Issues  were:  Stability  of 
Oovernment  knd  Better  Terms,  both 
of  which  he  had  been  successful  in 
achieving.  ■  His  majority  in  the  second 
Legislature  was  ten  over  all,  which 
placed  him  entirely  Independent  of  the 
Socialistic  and  labor  support,  on  ac- 
count of  which  he  was  severely  crlti-i 
cised,  even  in  the  ranks  of  his  own| 
friends.  From  the  sessi(l(  of  190S| 
whloh  was  the  crucial  test  of  his  leader- 
ship, and  In  which  at  the  closing  stagea 
his  fate  hung  in  the  balance,  his  star 
was  rapidly  In  the  ascendant,  and  hiW 
fight  for  Better  Terms  added  tre- 
mendously to  his  prestige.  From  1904 
until  the  fall  of  1909.  during  which 
timo  Capt.  Tatlow,  as  Minister  of  Fin- 
ance, sat  tightly  on  the  Treasury 
boxes,  revenues  flowed  In  freely  and 
surpluses  succeeded  deficits.  No  im- 
portant enterprises  had  been  underteken 
during  these  six  years,  for  the  reasoi\ 
that  the  Oovernment  was  consolidating 
Its  financial  strength,  and  Sir  Richard's 
policy  at  least  was  to  husband  re- 
sources until  the  Province  could  safely 
strike  out  on  large  schemes  of  devel- 
opnient.  for  the  lack  of  which  he  had 
been  the  subject  of  much  criticism. 

It  may  not  be  generally  known,  but 
Sir  Richard  had  had  in  his  mind  from 
the  outset  a  railway  policy  on  a  scale 
of  magnitud<>,  and  had  watched  care- 
fully the  expanfilon  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  in  the  Middle  West.  He  looked 
onfldently  forward  to  the  time  that 
Mackenste  *  Mann  would  take  a  hand 
In  British  Columbia  as  soon  as  the 
Province  was  in  a  poaltlon  to  eo-oper- 
ata  In  tha  latter  part  of  1909,  in  his 
•pmlon,  the  time  hod  come  to  put  that 
policy  Into  effect  and  he  entered  Into 
negotiations  which  resulted  in  the 
agrsoment  that  became  the  outstanding 
Issue  of  the  elections  of  that  year.  It 
Is  evident  he  had  kept  his  own  coun- 
sels la  the  matter,  .and  hod  not  con- 
sulted at  Isast  two /Of  hl«>  colleagues, 
tho  Hob.  K.  O^  Tatlow  and  the  Hon.  F. 
t.  rultoB^rtra.  Trlctktened^at  the  magnl- 
tudo  of  tlMJ^ropooalo.  reofgned  and  thoir 
reolgBatloaa  #are  aocepted.  CotncldeaUy 
with  tho  railway  policy,  or.  rathor. 
prior  to  It.  the  Oovernment  hod  launch- 
ed out  In  several  Important  dlreetfoas 
the  apnotntment  of  a  »0«iastry  Commlo- 
slon.  with  .tho  view  of  tlto  oOooorrMiOB 
of  the  timber  rssoureeo,  and  plkmCtAe

The  launching  of  the  railway  policy, 
together-  with  a  large  programme  oi 
public  works,  and  the  wave  of  prosper- 
ity which  swept  over  Canada  as  a 
whole,  aroused  unusual  business  activ- 
ities, and  the  record  until  1913,  the  yeat< 
before  the  war  broke  out,  was  one  of 
unbroken  expansion,  and  many  for- 
tunes were  made.  In  the  meantime,  fur- 
the  railway  proposals  were  enter- 
tained, including  the  Pacific  Great  Bast- 
cm,  the  details  of  which  it  is  unneces- 
sary to  discuss.  The  scope  of  the 
Canadian  Northern  programme  was 
largely  Oxtended  under  Government 
guarantees:  the  Pacific  Great  ICastern 
was  provided  for  and  undertaken;  the 
Kettle  Valley  Railway,  connecting  the 
Ltoundary  country  with  the  C.  P.  H. 
main  line  at  Hope,  was  made  certain; 
the  E.  *  N.  Railway  was  extended  in 
several  .directions;  the  Columbia  A  Koo- 
tenay  Rainlway  was  Constructed:  the 
Kaslo  *  Blocan  Railway  was  recon- 
structed; the  subsidy  lands  were  repur- 
chased from  the  C.  P.  R.;  and  alto- 
gether the  extension  of  transportation 
facilities  was  rsmarkable,  with  the  re- 
sult that  at  the  present  time  we  have 
4.SM  miles  of  railway  in  British  Colum- 
bia, including  tram  lines,  representing 
an  Investment  of  about  ISSS.COO.OOO.  In 
the  oaoalon  of  1*1  S.  Sir  Richard  gave 
his  finishing  touches  to  his  enlarged 
railway  policy,  and  then  went  to  the 
country.  He  was  again  endorsed,  and 
this  time  In  a  more  emphatic  way  than 
ever.  Two  Socialist  members  were  re- 
tumod  by  very  slendor  majorities,  and 
net  a  single  L.lberaL  Sir  Richard  was 
thon  at  the  very  ptnnaelo  of  his  care«r. 

As  tho  rosult  of  tho  vast  expenditure 
of  mooor  In  rallwajra  and  in  public 
works,  both  of  whlck  may  bo  regarded 
as  the  keynotes  of  Sir  aicbard's  policy. 
»nd  as  tho  rooalt  of  opoealattva  and  In- 
dustrial aetlvltloa  throaghont  Csnadsi, 
th  fsdoral.  pvwiMlal.  maaldpal.  and 
floonetal  aftelrs  of  ovory  aatoro.  wo 
moved  too  |kst.  At  Ismi.  w»  movM 
too  fast  In  view  •(  the  anforseen     war 


complications  of  Europe,  which  both  in 
anticipation  and  actual  participation, 
Kuddenly  closed  the  avenues  of  invest- 
ment  and  stayed  the  inflow  of  Euro- 
pean and  American  capital.  In  the 
niiddle  of  1918,  a  depression  began  to 
set  in,  and  the  pinch  of  taxes.  Interest, 
and  deferred  payments  began  to  be 
seriously  felt.  The  failure  of  several 
large  financial  institutions  accentuated 
the  situation,  and  slowly  but  surely  a 
reaction  against  the  Oovernment  set  in. 
Governments  thrive  in  prosperity,  but 
arv  blamed  for  every  Imaginable  evil 
111  t>ad  times.  It  was  inevltsble  that  the 
"kudos'."  of  prosperity  should  be  fol- 
lowed by  the  curses  of  depression.  How- 
ever, although  the  Oovernment  had  ex- 
hausted its  cash  surpluses,  and  had  to 
go  to  the  money  markets,  public  works 
and  railway  construction  were  maintain- 
ed in  order  to  avoid  the  more  serious 
results  of  unemployment,  and  Sir  Rich- 
ard set  hin  face  renolutcly  In  that  direc- 
tion. Moreover,  when  the  war  broke 
^ut.  he  took  hold  of  the  situation  in  the 
Ai^t  energetic  way.     In  the  face  of  lack 

S organisation  In  military  and  naval 
tern  on  this  Coast,  the  outbreak  of 
war  being  so  sudden  and  so  unforseen. 
bis  office  of  Prime  Minister  l>ecame 
practhrally  a  war  office,  and  he 
constantly  advised  the  authorities 
at  Ottawa.  His  work  was  In- 
cessant, and  Ms  anxieties  very 
great.  Sir  Richard's  greatest  contribut- 
tlon  to  defence  of  the  Coast  was  the 
purchase  of  the  two  submarines  solely 
on  the  responsibility  of  the  Province, 
and  Just  a  few  hours  before 
war  was  declared.  He  was  aware 
of  the  utterly  defenceless  state 
of  our  shores.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  two  German  cruisers  were  known 
to  l>e  close  to  local  waters;  and  ke  cour- 
ageously took  tho  risk  of  these  sub- 
marlnss  being  tahOn  over  by  the  Domin- 
ion Government  and  being  paid  for. 
Nothing  Is  certain  In  life,  but  it  la  cir- 
cumstantially evident  that  had  It  not 
been  for  the  presence  of  those  sub* 
marines  Just  st  that  critical  moment, 
both  Victoria  and  Vancouver  would  have 
bean  attacked  by  the  Oerntan  cruisers, 
with  consequenoeo  It  nay  bo  poootblo  to 
imaglnou 

The  strenuous  natnrs  of  his  work  dur- 
ing the  first  months  of  ths  war.  and  the 
complications  which  sroo*  In  the  oeo- 
slon  of  the  Legislatura  of  ItlS. 
on  srcoant  of  railway  OMttsra 
scrtoasty  affected  him  iMolth.  and 
If  thoy  did  not  lay  tho  aooda 
of  hi*  disease,  aggravated  th«>  oartr 
W«€  Um    first     ttao     la    him 


pollt%!al  oareer  he  began  to  givlMndl- 
catlons  of  worry.  There  Is  a  chapter 
of  his  life  In  this  connection  which  nuiy 
never  be  written,  but  his  early  depart- 
ure for  England  after  the  close  of  the 
session  of  1915  undoubtedly  originated 
In  a  desire  to  rest  for  a  time  from  the 
cares  of  state  which  began  to  weigh 
upon  him  and  to  wear  him  down.  Nor 
was  he  free  from  worries  of  a  private 
business  nature,  the  seiiUel  of  war  and 
war  complications  in  which  he.  in  com 
mon  with  many  others  in  this  Province, 
hsd  his  share.  Notwithstanding  all  the 
confident  assertions  about  Sir  Richard 
McBrtde  •  having  accumulated  a  fortune 
whichi  was  cached  in  Seattle  or  New 
York,  a  fiction  In  which  a  great  many 
persons  believed,  he  died  a  very  poor 
nuin,  and  what  remains  to  his  family  is 
tr.  the  form  of  life  Insurance.  Like  Sir 
John  Macdonald,  his  pernonul  estate  was 
a  matter  that  troubled  him  least. 

It  Is  very  dlfflcult  to  establish  Sir 
Richard's  place  In  Provincial  polltlca. 
and  that  can  only  be  determined  In  the 
future.  Four  years  ago  nobody  woujd 
have  disputed  his  as  the  flrnt  place. 
Success,  in  this  world's  appraisement  is 
the  standard  of  greatness,  an<i  yet  so 
far  as  he  was  concerned  the  events  of 
the  past  three  years  hava  b«sn  a  tra- 
gedy. Shorn  of  health,  position,  office, 
money,  and  to  some  extent  prestige, 
hia  position  is  not  what  It  was  In  pub- 
lie  estimation  then,  and  yet  we  cannot 
tell  but  that  his  big  policl^  may  bear 
/rult  In  a  few  years  that  will  prob- 
ably placs  him  on  a  very  high  pedestal. 
Sir  Richard  was  an  optimist,  and  re- 
flecting a  Westsm  tendency,  figured  in 
Urge  quantltioa.  It  Is  true  that  be 
was  weak  In  economies  and  his  railway 
policy  *waa  too  advancod  and  too  am- 
Mtlotts  for  tho  time  bsing,  but  ho  was 
actuated  always  by  ozpoeutlons  of  a 
large  ordor. 

The  writer  of  the  forogolag  akoteh  of 
Sir  Rlchard'a  caroor  In  19lt  made  the 
following  commonts  In  an  historical 
sketoh:

and  to  the  Province.  Paradoxical  as  It 
may  seem.  Premier  MeBrlde  was  ths 
weaker  on  account  of  his  grsaf 
strength.  On  the  record  of  his  govern- 
ment he  had  absolutely  nothing  to  fear 
in  any  single  conatltuency.  HIa  land 
policy,  it  is  true,  was  not  idesi,  but  the 
Land  Departmient  had  been  adm|;Blstered 
spotlessly,  and  in  that  respect  a«  lA 
other  departments  the  record  was 
clean.  Nor  had  the  Opposition  with  all 
its  criticism  of  the  land  policy,  pre- 
sented anything  to  take  Its  place.  Dur- 
ing the  election  campaign  a  pamphlet 
entitled  "One  Hundred  and  More  Facts 
Respecting  the  Nine  Years'  Record  of 
the  McBrlde  Administration"  wps  wide- 
ly circulated,  and  while  the  facts  car- 
ried great  weight  it  might,  truly  be 
said  the  greatest  of  these  was  the  Hon. 
Sir  Richard  McBride  himself.  Because, 
after  all,  the  people  love  a  plctures<tua 
ancp  popular  leader.  He  Is  always  the 
greatent  6t  political  assets  to  a  party. 
Hero  worship  Is  ss  strong  now  as  ever. 
In  politics.  Disraeli,  Gladstone,  Sir 
John  Macdonald  and  Sir  Wilfrid  Lau- 
rler,  not  to  extend  the  list,  are  con- 
spicuous examples.  In  British  Colum- 
bia Sir  Richard  McBride  has  filled  the 
place  which  these  men  oocunied  In 
their  wider  sphere,  and  has  been  for- 
tunate In  hsvlng  found  and  created  con- 
dltlona  peculiarly  favorable  to  success. 
He  hss  been  wise  enough  to  retain  un- 
diminished the  qualities  which  made 
him  popular  and  not  to  ahose  tho  con- 
fidence reposed  In  him  and  in  his  Gov- 
ernment, which  hss  been  described  as 
an  'administration  without  a  scandal.'

LUMBER  FOR  SHIPS 
ARRIVING  STEADILY 


Local  Yards  Receive  large 
Shipments  by  Rail  and  Wa- 
ter —  No  Obstacles  From 
Lack  of  'Material 


Supplies  of  lumbar  for  the  local  ahlp- 
yards  are  coming  along  in  goo<l  shape, 
and  tha  piles  of  material  at  the  plant 
of  tha  Foundation  Company  of  British 
Columbia,  Limited,  are  aaauroing  Ini- 
prasaive  proportiona.  The  vacant  areaa 
at  the  Cameron  Oenoa  Mllla  Mhlpbulld- 
era,  Limited,  plant  are  alao  being  fllleii 
up  rapidly  with  all  aftrta  of  timber. 

Material  la  being  brought  In  larg* 
quantltlaa  from  the  varloua  ntilla 
Capt.  W.  B.  Gardner  ia  handling  ail  of 
the  lumber  that  la  coming  down  from 
Oenoa  Bay  and  Chemalnua  for  both  ot 
the  local  ahipyards.  where  the  fleet  uf 
wooden  ateamera  ara  l>eing  built  fot 
the  Imperial  Munitiona  Board. 

Already  tan  or  twelve  acow  loada, 
each  carrying  roughly  from  160.000  to 
200,000  feet  of  lumber,  have  been  de- 
livered here.  In  addition  to  theae,  two 
acowloada  of  ahlpa  kneea  have  been 
procured  along  the  water'a  edge  la  the 
vicinity  of  Oenoa  Bay  mill,  where  they 
were  made  into  ahape.  The  Gardner 
taga,  Reapond.  Bdna  Oraca  and  Redflr, 
have  l>een  engaged  in  towing  down  tba 
ahlpbnilding   material. 

Large  quantltlea  of  material  ara  alao 
being  delivered  at  the  ahipyards  over 
tha  tinea  of  the  Baqulmalt  A  Nanatmo 
Hallway,  which  haa  apur  tracka  run 
Into  both  of  the  yarda.  All  of  the  knaea 
uaed  in  tha  firat  ahlpa  built  by  the 
Cameron  Oanoa  Company  for  the  Can- 
ada Want  Coatat  Navigation  Company 
war*  bronght  down  by  tka  E.  *  N.  fraw 
the   Cowlchan    diatrtct. 

Tha  lo«al  ahipyarda  have  aecnra4 
pianty  af  labor,  and  a  halt  in  the  deliv- 
ery of  matertala  la  tha  only  thing  that 
could  now  prive  an  obatacle  In  the  way 
af  balldlng  tla  ahlpa  far  tba  Oavam- 
maiM,  but  It  la  nat  ballava«  thara  wlU 
ba  any  Aifflonlty  in  MMa^faapapt.

less they  are  well  deserved,     lie  wrote: 

The  death  occurred  last  month  In 
Spokane  of  Captain  Harry  Johns,  the 
well  known  mining  engineer.  For  a 
number  of  years  he  was  superintendent 
of  development  at  the  Mother  Lode,  the 
Bunset  and  the  Rawhide  mlhes  in  the 
Boundary  district,  and  the  Napoleon  In 
Waahinvton  State.  In  late  years  he  had 
been  asHociated  with  Frederic  KefTer, 
M.B.,  In  a  group  of  claims  near  Ash- 
craft.  Ue  waa  a  native  of  Cornwall, 
Kngland,  and  had  followed  mining  all 
his  lifs;  he  never  lost  his  temper,  knew 
how  much  a  man  should  do  in  a  day 
and  expected  him  to  do  it.  He  mined  In 
all  the  big  campa  of  the  West.  His 
death  will  be  a  personal  loss  to  those( 
who  knew  him  well.  He  was  '  burled 
at  Ban  Jose,  Cal..  where  nature  is  most 
profuse,  a  suitable  reatlnar  plgce  for  one 
whose  friendship  and  charity  were  al- 
ways extended  to  those  requiring  a  help- 
ing hand.

tellectual  gracea  and  literary  aubtle- 
ties  of  expression,  he  has  the  conatruc- 
tivcness  and  practical  aptitude  In  which 
the  other  is  noUbly  lacking.  Sir  Wil- 
frid is  a  child  in  flnanoe  and  admin- 
istrative detail.  The  Premier  does  not 
possess  a  largely  developed  business  or 
commercisl  Instinct,  but  he  is  an  or- 
ganizer, has  a  marvelous  memory  for 
details,  and  is  not  easily  dac*ly*d  as  to 
the  merits  of  any  commercial  or  politi- 
cal proposition  that  may  be  placed  be- 
fore him.  Apparently,  alwaya  at  hIa 
ease,  and  leisurely  in  hIa  piethods,  h* 
accomplishes  more  than  the  ordinary

I  have  said  more  than  once 
that  railway  policies  were  th*  rocka 
upon  which  most  of  the  administrations 
of  British  Columbia  have  been  wrecked.

Combined  with 
some  of  the  weaknesses  of  human  na- 
ture, he  had  shrewdnesli,  amiahillty, 
political  Judgment,  kindness  of  dispo- 
sition, considerstlon  for  othfra,  and  a 
dignity  that  never  In  any  publk  capa- 
cltv  failed  him.

OTTAWA.  A«r  •.—The  Senate  to- 
night went  Into  committee  on  the  con- 
•criptlon  bin  and  succeeded  la  paaslnr 
several  clauses. 

The  first  section  of  the  bill  was  held 
over  at  the  request  of  Senator  Liandry, 
to  afford  him  time  to  prepare  an  amend- 
ment that  he  desired  to  offer  to  tbe  In- 
terpretation clauses.  It  Is  an  additional 
interpretation,  and  according  to  tbe  no- 
tice that  he  gave  at  the  close  of  the 
sitting  declares  that  "  'clergyman'  means 
a  clergyman  as  defined  by  the  laws  of 
each  denomination." 

When  the  first  section  was  called  Sen- 
ator Beique  asked  for  what  period  men 
had  been  enlisted,  and  was  Informed  by 
f>lr  James  L«ugheed  that  the  term  of  en- 
listment was  for  the  period  of  the  war 
and  six  months  thereafter. 

"Is  it  Intended  to  prevent  voluntary 
enlistment  when  the  bill  passesT'  asked 
Senator  Bostock. 

"No,  we  should  prefer  to  have  volun- 
tary enlistment  continue,"  said  Sir 
James. 

On  the  classification  clause  Senator 
Casgraln  said  that  there  had  been  ex- 
emption for  the  father  of  six  or  more 
living  children. 

There  was  some  discussion  of  the  de- 
claration in  the  bill,  "That  for  the  pur-, 
poses  of  this  section,  any  man  mar- 
ried after  the  sixth  day  of  July,  1917, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  unmarried." 

Senator  Landry  declared  that  it  was 
putting  a  penalty  on  a  person  who 
wanted  to  get  married.  He  maintained 
that  the  Government  had  no  right  to 
Impute  motives  to  men  who  desired  to 
-marxy^-  It  was  not  lalr^Cor  the  Xe^Js- 
lature  to  assume  that  they  were  marry- 
ing to  avoid  military  servica 

Senator  Beaublen  asked  that  the  date 
be  advanced  to  the  present  from  July 
«.     Men  who  married  since  July  •  did 


••  kaowtag  that  they  were  not  eatlUed 
to  exampUon.  They  were  not  trying  to 
'  evade  the  act.  The  law  was  directed 
only  at  those  who  sought  to  evada, 
therefore  he  favored  giving  these  men 
the  benefit  of   their  honesty. 

Senator  Cloran  said  that  men  who 
married  afUr  July  «  because  they  de- 
sired to  be  married  and  not  because 
they  wished  to  escape  miUtary  service 
were  being  unfairly  used.  To  the 
clause,  to  correct  tbe  grievance  he  com- 
plained  of.  he  offered  the  following  suo- 
stitutlon:  "For  the  purpose  of  this  sec- 
tion, any  man  marrying  after  July  S, 
1>17.  shall  not  have  tbe  right  to  ln.p 
voke  such  marriage  as  a  bar  or  ob^ 
staole  to  his  enlistment." 

beaator  Cloran's  amendment  waa 
voted  down. 

Just  before  the  committee  arose 
Senator  Daadurand  gave  notice  of  ai% 
amendment  designed  to  reserve  tba 
right  of  habeas  corpus  in  appeals  froo^ 
decisions  of  exemption  tribunals.

liHEItCHANIS  PROTEST 
HALF-HOLIDAY  i^N 


Proposed  Legislation  by  Gov- 
ernment Arouses  Storm  of 
Objections  From  Storekeep- 
ers—Council Indifferent 


The  dilemma  of  local  butchers  over 
the  Saturday  afternoon  closing  law  has 
been  passed  on  to  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment by  the  City  Council.  A  week 
ago  the  Government  notified  the  Coun- 
cil that  the  Half-Holiday  Act  would 
shortly  t>e  changed  to  permit  butchers 
to  remain  open  Saturday  afternoons  and 
evenings,  provided  they  closed  Friday  at 
6  o'clock  and  gave  their  employees  one 
afternoon   a    week   off. 

Announcement  of  this  proposal  brought 
protests  from  Messrs.  H.  o.  Kirkham  & 
Coo.,  Ltd..  the  People's  Cash  Grocery 
and  Acton  Bros,  to  the  Council  last 
night. 

"We  feel  that  Ik  would  be  little  short 
of  disastrous  to  have  different  trades 
closing  on  different  days,  and  we  fail  to 
see  why  fresh  meat  is  affected  any 
more  than  some  other  lines,"  said  Mr. 
H.  O.  Kirkham,  of  the  firm  of  the  same 
name.  "All  grocery  stores  sell  fruit, 
vegetables,  provisions  and  dairy  produce 
and  many  of  the  uncooked  meats,  fish 
and  bakery  goods.  Yet  under  the  chang- 
ed regulations  the  grocer  will  be  com- 
pelled to  close  while  these  lines  which 
comprise  a  large  percentage  of  his 
turnover  are  being  sold  freely  else- 
where. 

"Take  our  own  caise  where  all  the 
above-mentioned  lines  are  handled  in 
the  one  store.  Are  we  to  close  entirely 
while  others  do  business,  or  are  we  to 
seek  special  regulations  to  suit  our 
particular  business?" 

Mr.  Kirkham  added  that  butchers  do 
not  confine  themselves  to  fresh  meats, 
but  sell  hams,  lard,  butter  and  eggs, 
And  would  find  room  for  other  lines  if 
the  regulations  were  altered.

Mr.  Kirkham  asserted  that  the  coun- 
cil 8h<iuld  not  allow  itself  to  be  Influ- 
enced by  the  Retail  Merchants'  Associa- 
tion, "as  this  body  represents  but  a  few 
of  the  retailers  of  this  city,  probably  10 
per  cent,  and  fewer  still  of  the  trades 
most  affected  by  the  proposed  change." 

Alderman  Christie  said  that  he  had 
lust  heard  that  the  Government  now  in- 
tends to  allow  butchers  to  keep  open  on 
Friday  evenings  and  on  Saturday  until 
•   o'clock. 

The  council  again  postponed  Mayor 
Todd's  motion  to  close  the  market  on 
Saturday  afternoon  to  the  sale  of  all 
commoditl<>8  the  sale  of  which  Is  re- 
stricted In  the  retail  shops  of  the  city 
after  noon  Saturday.  Aldermen  said 
that  the  action  of  the  Trovemment 
should  be  awaited  before  anything  was 
done  by  the  cotmcll.  The  aldermen  de- 
cided to  ask  the  Government  what  they 
Intend  to  do,  and  when,  as  the  way 
tlhngs  are  progressing  now  Is  altogether 
too  slow  for  the  Victoria  council.

SEATTLK.  Aug.  «. — The  enforcement 
of  the  |8  hoBd  tax  imposed  on  Cana- 
dians coming  to  the  United  States  has 
been  relaxed,  and  discretion  has  now 
been  lodged  in  Immigration  commission- 
ers and  their  deputies  as  to  whether  the 
tax    should    be   collected    or    not. 

Under  the  former  regulations  the  tax 
had  to  be  collected  from  all  Canadians 
who  come  into  this  country  to  reside 
permanently  or   as   mere  tourists. 

Railway  and  shipping  companies 
charged  that  this  worked  a  great  hard- 
ship on  tourists  and  traveling  men.  and 
a  protest  was  sent  to  Secretary  W.  B. 
Wilson,  of  the  Federal  Department  of 
Labor,  by  the  Seattle  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce ahd  Commercial  Club,  urging 
that  the  regulation  be  modified  so  as  to 
apply  only  to  Canadians  who  come  to 
this  country  to  permanently  reside. 
Immigration  Commissioner  Henry  M. 
Wblto.  of  Seattle,  endorsed  the  sugges- 
tion of  local  railway  and  shipping  in- 
teeests,  with  tne  result  that  Mr.  White 
has  received  instructions  that  the  head 
tax  Is  no  longer  to  be  collectet  from 
those  whom  he  and  his  deputies  aro 
satisfied  are  mere  tourists  or  traveling 
men. 

Mr.  White  says,  however,  that  Instead 
of  tha  head  Ux  penalty  the  modified  reg-
